Manufacturing  chemists  gain  much  by  using  aluminium  foil  in  the  wrapping  or 
covering  of  many  of  their  products.  The  characteristics  of  aluminium  foil  are  light 
weight,  hygienic  qualities  and  rustlessness,  and  the  foil  can  be  obtained  from  British 
manufacturers  in  all  thicknesses  from  .008"  down  to  .00035",  burnished  or  embossed. 

Materials  already  wrapped  in  aluminium  foil,  or  which  could  be  economically  packed  in  this 
metal  foil,  especially  when  they  are  for  export,  are,  of  course,  largely  dependent  upon  what  they 
contain,  and  where  aluminium  foil  alone  is  not  commended  the  foil  is  backed  with  wax  or 
waxpaper. 

Tins  or  thin  cardboard  boxes  lined  with  aluminium  foil — if  necessary  coated  with  special  wax 
or  waxpaper,  keep  throat  pastilles,  lozenges,  cachous,  etc.,  quite  fresh  and  free  from 
contamination. 

On  the  Medical  side,  cleanliness  is  the  first  consideration,  and  a  dust-proof  wrapping  of 
aluminium  foil  is  used  for  enclosing  adhesive  bandages,  surgical  dressings,  cotton  wool,  tubes, 
syringes,  needles,  etc. 

Other  materials  for  which  aluminium  is  commended 
circles  for  covering  brilliantine  and  cream  in  tins  or 
bottles,  so  that  the  content  does  not  adhere  to  the  lid. 
Bottles  with  cork  stoppers  having  the  stopper  and  neck 
of  the  bottle  covered  with  a  plain  or  coloured  metal  foil 
not  only  show  smartness,  but  protect  the  contents 
from  dirt  or  dust.

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News  of  the  Week 


Inquests 

At  Workington,  recently,  it  was  stated  during  an 
inquest  on  the  body  of  Mrs.  E.  Huntrods,  described  as 
an  authoress,  that  she  had  made  two  previous  attempts 
on  her  life.  Death  was  found  to  be  due  to  an  overdose 
of  aspirin,  nearly  300  tablets  of  which  had  been  taken; 
a  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence  was> 
given. 

A  verdict  of  "  Death  from  misadventure  "  was 
returned  at  an  inquest  in  Birmingham  on  October  9,  on 
the  body  of  Robert  L.  Smart,  Sparkbrook.  The  widow 
stated  that  her  husband  had  got  into  the  habit  of 
calling  at  various  chemists'  shops  to  obtain  bromide 
and  had  taken  heavy  doses;  he  suffered  from  neuras- 
thenia. The  medical  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that 
he  was  suffering  from  bromide  poisoning.  . 

An  incpiiry  was  held  at  Hove,  on  October  12,  con- 
cerning the  death  of  Dr.  G.  P.  Roxburgh,  Marine 
Avenue.  Mr.  William  R.  Peel,  chemist  and  druggist, 
said  that  Dr.  Roxburgh  called  at  his  shop  on  October  9 
and  asked  for  two  tubes  of  morphine  tablets,  with  which 
he  was  served.  There  was  17  gr.  of  morphine  sulphate 
in  these  tubes.  A  medical  witness  said  that  death  was 
due  to  cardiac  failure,  caused  by  the  effects  of  morphine. 
Another  doctor  added  that  something  over  4  gr.  would 
be  a  fatal  dose.  In  some  cases,  however,  a  single  grain 
would  prove  fatal.  A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  un- 
sound mind  "  was  recorded. 

In  the  course  of  a  recent  inquest  held  by  Dr.  J.  F. 
Waldo,  coroner  for  the  City  of  London  and  for -South- - 
wark,  mention  was  made  of  the  Drinker  respirator;  intro- 
duced at  Boston,  U.S.A.,  two  years  ago.  Dr.  Waldo 
remarked  that  the  invention  opened  up  possibilities  of 
resuscitating  apparently,  lifeless  persons.,  Many  cases  of. 
asphyxia  had  come  before  him  during  his  thirty  years' 
experience  as  coroncf,  and  in  some  of  these  cases  death 
might  have  been  averted  by  the  timely  use  of  the  respi- 


rator. He  was  of  opinion  that  a  Drinker  respirator 
would  be  serviceable  at  general  and  lying-in  hospitals. 
A  smaller  apparatus  might  be  used  for  difficulty  of 
breathing  in  newly  born  babies.  In  one  case  a  man 
suffering  from  a  form  of  paralysis  had  been  kept  for  six 
months  in  one  of  the  respirators,  and  eventually 
recovered.

Topical  Reflections

Business  Contracts 

are  ;commercial  instruments  the  terms 
of  which  are  understood  to  be  binding,  unless  varied 
by  agreement  between  the  two  parties  concerned.  In 
other  words,  they  represent  bargains  the  terms  of  which 
are  commonly  held  to  be  unalterable,  even  when 
one  of  the  contracting  parties  finds  it  inconvenient  or 
disadvantageous  to  comply  with  his  obligations.  It  is 
greatly  to  be  regretted  that,  as  explained  in  your 
editorial  article  last  week  (p.  455),  some  foreign  firms 
should  be  endeavouring  to  take  unfair  advantage  of  the 
fluctuation  in  the  exchange  value  of  the  pound  sterling, 
and  it  will  not  redound  to  their  credit  if  they  persist 
iO  refusal  to  fulfil  their  contracts  entered  into  while 
the  world  value  of  sterling  was  static.  The  mainten- 
ance of  commercial  pfobity  demands  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  "  a  bargain  is  a  bargain,"  and  that  the 
terms  of  commercial  agreements  may  not  be  varied 
or  cancelled  at  will  by  one  of  the  contracting  parties. 

Your  Price  List 

must  have  been  the  cause  of  no  small  worry 
during  the  past  week  or  two,  in  view  of  market  jumpi- 
ness.  I  am  glad  to  see,  however,  that  you  have  not 
allowed  existing  uncertainties  to  hinder  or  delay 
publication  of  our  familiar  guide  to  retail  and  dispensing 
pricing.  Up  to  a  point  the  question  of  replacement 
value  may  be  left  unanswered  at  the  present  time  when 
dealing  with  small  quantities  of  drugs  and  chemicals, 
particularly  as  so  many  of  us  are  doubtless  purchasing 
such  goods  in  much  smaller  lots  than  usual.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  watch  the  changes  in  the  Insurance  d;  ug 
tariff  and  to  note  there  what  alterations  in  alleged  net 
cost  are  regarded  as  necessary  by  the  powers  that  be. 
But,  as  a  guide  to  buying,  I  shall  still  pin  my  faith  to 
the  C.  &■  D.  Retail  and  Dispensing  ['rice  List. 

Low  Pass  Results 

are  apparently  receiving  some  attention  at 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  headquarters  (C.  <S-  D., 
October  10,   p.  456) ,  though  it  is  not  clear  from  the 


information  available  how  matters  stand  in  this  respect. 
What  we  are  told  is  that  all  approved  technical  schools 
and  schools  of  pharmacy  have  been  asked  to  furnish 
answers  to  a  series  of  questions  designed  to  elicit 
information  respecting  the  causes  of  low  pass  results. 
Suggestions  for  improving  matters  seem  also  to  have 
been  invited;  and  the  outcome,  so  far  as  I  can  gather 
from  the  report,  is  that  consideration  is  to  be  given  to 
proposals  for  increasing  the  standard  of  preliminary 
education  and  the  number  of  hours  which  must  be 
devoted  to  attendance  at  classes.  In  addition, 
attendance  at  part-time  day  courses  of  instruction  is 
probably  to  be  encouraged  in  preference  to  attendance 
at  evening  classes.  This  may  be  all  to  the  good  of 
students,  but  it  points,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  desir- 
ability of  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  being 
passed  before  apprenticeship  is  begun  and  at  the  con- 
clusion of  a  continuous  instead  of  a  broken  course  of 
instruction.  Evening  classes  extending  over  a  period 
of  three  or  four  years  may  be  very  helpful  to  the 
industrious  apprentice,  but  they  possess  the  disadvantage 
of  unduly  diluting  by  time  the  information  imparted, 
so  that  an  excessive  amount  of  revision  is  required 
before  the  student  is  really  prepared  to  present  himself 
for  examination. 

Professor  Gask's  Address 

at  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (p.  458)  was  a  happy  blend  of 
matters  of  tradition  and  references  to  present-day  pro- 
blems, not  omitting  those  connected  with  the  birth 
rate  and  fluctuations  in  the  value  of  the  pound  sterling. 
His  vivid  description  of  conditions  prevailing  at  St. 
Bartholomew's  Hospital  prior  to  the  coming  of  the 
pharmacist  reads  most  entertainingly,  and  makes  us 
realise  that  the  world  of  medicine  is  indeed  a  changed 
one,  more  especially  as  regards  the  treatment  of 
patients.  Is  Professor  Gask  correct,  however,  in  stating 
that  the  human  mind  is  no  longer  fettered  by  tradi- 
tionalism? I  think  this  statement  needs  qualification, 
though  precise  definition  of  the  word  "  traditionalism 
would  probably  go  far  towards  justifying  what  the 
learned  lecturer  said  and  meant  to  convey.

Chemistry  examiner  — Dr.  Roy  Gardner  has  been 
appointed  examiner  in  chemistry  and  will  set  the  papers 
for  the  November  examination.  It  is  not  so  many  years 
since  Dr.  Gardner  commenced  his  pharmaceutical  career 
and  his  meteoric  rise  in  the  scientific  world  has  been 
watched  with  interest;  Dr.  Gardner's  appointment  is  a 
popular  one  amongst  his  old  pharmaceutical  colleagues. 

Trade  conditions. — A  correspondent  writes:  "  The 
exchange  rate  on  drafts  to  England  remains  at  a£  per 
cent.,  a  rate  which  is  handicapping  trade  all  round. 
With  a  surtax  on  customs  duties  all  these  extra  charges 
are  resulting  in  drastic  curtailments  of  imports.  Many 
small  - retail  establishments  have  closed  down  and  others 
may  follow  within  the  next  few  months  if  conditions 
do  not  improve." 

Napier  earthquake  fire. — Following  on  the  fire 
inquest  held  to  establish  the  causes  of  the  outbreaks  of 
(ire  following  the  earthquake  in  Napier  the  magistrate 
stated  that  the  fires  originated  in  the  chemists'  shops. 
Various  theories  have  been  advanced,  but  it  is  generally 
accepted  that  the  sealing-wax  jets  were  responsible 
for  igniting  the  inflammable  vapours  liberated  when  the 
stocks  crashed  to  the  ground.

Natal 

Recently  the  doctors  of  Pietermaritzburg  drew  atten- 
tion to  the  difficulty  of  getting  important  prescriptions 
dispensed  at  night.  The  matter  was  left  to  the  local 
Chemists'  Association,  which  has  made  arrangements 
that  one  chemist's  shop  in  the  city  will  be  open  between 
9.30  and  10  every  week  night.  They  have  adopted  a 
rota  for  this  purpose. 

Unregistered  pharmacy  directors  fined.— In  the 
Durban  Magistrate's  Court  recently,  Gabriel 
Pugin  and  Matilda  Pugin,  his  wife,  were  convicted 
in  their  capacities  as  directors  of  the  Durban  Phar- 
macy, Ltd.,  carrying  on  business  as  chemists  and  drug- 
gists at  Clairwood,  of  having  failed  to  notify  to  the 
South  African  Pharmacy  Board,  lor  entry  in  the 
register,  the  name  and  appointment  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist  as  managing  director  of  the  Durban  Phar- 
macy, Ltd.  They  were  also  convicted  of  keeping  a 
pharmacy  other  than  under  the  immediate  supervision 
and  control  of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  The  defence 
was  that  Pugin  had  been  carrying  on  a  shop  in  Durban 
find  at  Clairwood  for  many  years,  and  had  always 
employed  a  qualified  chemist.  When  the  new  law  was 
passed  he  did  not  know  that  the  formality  of  supply- 
ing the  name  of  this  qualified  chemist,  Tyhe,  was 
required.  Tyhe  did  the  dispensary  work  in  connection 
with  prescriptions.  Pugin  was  fined  £i  on  the  first 
count  and  £2  on  the  second.   His  wife  was  reprimanded. 


Transvaal 

Withdrawal  of  Dux  Medal.— The  Transvaal  Phar- 
maceutical Society  have  decided  to  withdraw  the  dona- 
tion of  a  Gold  Medal  lor  the  Dux .  student,  at-  future 
qualifying  examinations.  The  Dux  medal  was  origi- 
nally granted  to  the  most  successful  candidate  at  the 
qualifying  examination  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
old  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board,  but  since  the  passing 
of  the  M.D.  and  P.  Act  of  1928  the  Transvaal  Board 
has  ceased  to  exist,  and  the  final  is  governed  by  the 
Union  Pharmacy  Board. 

Brevities 

Imports  of  drugs,  etc.,  into  South  Africa  for  January- 
June  1931  amounted  to  ^253,987,  compared  with 
/25L-229  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1930;  imports  of 
perfumery  and  earthenware  totalled  £'148,730  (/i  19.4  59 
in  1930). 

Mr.  Edgar  Copley,  M.A.,  B.Sc,  has  jointed  Smart 
&  Copley,  Ltd.,  of  which  his  father,  Mr.  Dawn  Copley, 
is  the  principal  shareholder.  Mr.  Copley,  jun.,  was  a 
Rhodes  scholar,  and,  after  a  brilliant  career  at  Oxford, 
joined  the  staff  cf  Burt,   Boulton  &  Hayward,  Ltd. 

The  Federal  Council  of  the  South  African  Medical 
Society  recently  met  a  deputation  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Hodson,  Smith  (president  and  vice-president  respec- 
tively of  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of 
South  Africa),  Karnovsky  and  Norris  to  discuss  the 
placing  of  some  restriction  on  doctors  doing  their  own 
dispensing.  It  was  decided  to  refer  the  matter  back 
to  constituent  societies  for  further  consideration. 


French  News 

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent. 

Dangerous  Drugs. — A  recent  ministerial  decree 
places  codeine  and  its  salts,  ethylmorpfiine  and  "  all 
residues  produced  by  the  treatment  of  opium  in  view 
of  the  extraction  of  morphine,"  in  the  list  of  dan- 
gerous drugs  (produits  stupefiants). 

Leeches  by  post. — A  recent  decree  fixes  the  con- 
ditions under  which  leeches  may  be  sent  through  the 
post.  They  must  be  packed  in  peat  or  moss  in  a 
waterproof  bag,  which,  in  its  turn,  must  be  put  into 
a  metal  or  wooden  box  lined  with  absorbent  material, 
and  the  contents  must  be  stated  on  the  label. 

Pharmacy  Disciplinary  Council. — The  idea  of 
creating  a  disciplinary  council  for  pharmacists  has  long 
been  under  discussion,  but  so  far  has  not  been  actually 
realised.  The  application  of  the  French  Health  Insur- 
ance Act  has  decided  the  pharmacists  of  Montpellier 
to  take  action  in  the  matter.  Under  the  title  of  Mont- 
pellier "  chambre  familiale  "  they  have  elected 
seven  judges  (the  dean  of  the  local  faculty  of  phar- 
macy acting  as  chairman)  to  deal  with  professional 
irregularities.  The  penalties  inflicted  will  vary  from 
a  formal  censure  to  the  deprivation  of  the  right  of 
dispensing  health  insurance  prescriptions. 

Faraday  in  France. — The  Faraday  centenary  calls  to 
mind  the  journey  which  this  then  young  and  unknown 
chemist  made  in  France  in  1S13  as  amanuensis  to  Sir 
Humphry  Davy.  France  and  England  were  actually  at 
war,  but  Sir  Humphry  had  been  awarded  some  scientific 
prize  offered  by  Napoleon,  and  the  Emperor  gave  him 
a  "  safe  conduct."  The  two  Englishmen  actually 
crossed  the  Channel  a  few  days  later  than  Wellington's 
army  (the  first  foreign  troops  who  had  invaded  France 
since  the  Revolution  of  1793).  Faraday  heard  Gay- 
Lussac  lecture  at  the  Polytechnic  (how  much  he  under- 
stood is  another  matter,  for  his  French  was  somewhat 
limited),  and  went  down  to  the  Jardin  des  Plantes  to 
borrow  a  voltaic  pile  from  Chevreul;  the  future  cen- 
tenarian was  then  a  young  man,  but  little  older  than 
Faraday.  Davy's  visit  coincided  with  the  date  of  the 
discovery  of  iodine  by  Courtois,  the  French  pharmacist. 
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Legal  Reports 

Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. — At  Accrington  Police  Court, 
on  October  7,  Richard  Lord  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  dental  manu- 
facturers, Tontine  Street,  Blackburn,  were  charged  with 
having  supplied  a  "dangerous"  drug  without  being 
duly  authorised,  and  Mr.  Robert  Fellows  Mottershead, 
managing  director,  was  summoned  for  a  like  offence. 
Mr.  F.  Rowland  prosecuted.  Mr.  J.  E.  Entwistle, 
dentist,  Accrington,  deposed  that  he  attended  a  dental 
demonstration  at  Messrs.  Lord's  depot,  when  Mr. 
Mottershead  asked  if  he  would  like  some  Pyrol  C  on 
trial.  Witness  accepted,  and  received  a  2-oz.  bottle  of 
Pyrol  C,  which  indicated  a  percentage  of  cocaine  hydro- 
chloride of  0.84.  Witness  did  not  use  the  drug.  Cross- 
examined  by  Mr.  Backhouse,  witness  said  the  charge  of 
3s.  cjd.  was  the  only  item  for  Pyrol  C  in  an  account  of 
£33.  He  had  bought  dental  supplies  from  the  firm  for 
fifteen  or  twenty  years.  He  agreed  that  Mr.  Mottershead 
first  suggested  he  should  try  Pyrol,  a  synthetic 
anaesthetic  without  cocaine.  After  he  said  he  did  not 
care  to  use  a  synthetic  anajsthetic,  Mr.  Mottershead  said 
he  could  not  supply  Pyrol  C  himself,  and  witness  signed 
a  written  request  to  the  research  chemist.  Witness 
gave  Mr.  Mottershead  a  written  authority  to  convey  the 
supply.  Re-examined,  witness  said  he  knew  that  Lord  & 
Co.  were  not  persons  authorised  to  supply  "  dangerous  " 
drugs.  The  Mayor:  Is  Lilley  a  shareholder  in  Lord  & 
Co.?  Mr.  Backhouse:  Yes.  Mr.  John  King,  F.I.C., 
a  Government  chemist,  giving  an  address  in  Chiswick, 
W.4,  said  he  received  the  bottle  of  Pyrol  C,  which  con- 
tained a  liquid  containing  cocaine  hydrochloride  of  a 
strength  equivalent  to  0.78  per  cent,  of  cocaine.  Mr. 
Backhouse  said  this  was  an  old-established  firm  dating 
back  to  1888,  and  they  had  been  careful  to  avoid  any 
question  of  supplying  a  "  dangerous  "  drug.  To  obtain 
the  cocaine,  Mr.  Entwistle  would  have  to  send  a  written 
requisition  to  the  chemist.  Mr.  Lilley  was  entitled  to 
supply  it.  Mr.  Mottershead  said  he  could  bring  it  if  he 
had  the  written  authority.  It  was  supplied  under  a 
written  order.  Mr.  R.  F.  Mottershead  denied  there  was 
any  supplying  or  procuring  by  himself  or  his  company. 
They  were  careful  to  explain  exactly  where  they  stood 
regarding  Pyrol  C.  The  money  was  received  on  behalf 
of  Mr.  Lilley,  whom  they  had  to  pay  for  the  prepara- 
tion. Mr.  Rowland  read  correspondence  showing  that 
the  company  applied  for  permission  to  retail  a  local 
anaesthetic  which  contained  cocaine,  and  were  refused 
a  licence.  Mr.  William  A.  Lilley,  chemist  and  druggist, 
said  he  supplied  the  drug  on  the  written  order.  Messrs. 
Lord  &  Co.  were  fined  £20  and  Mr.  Mottershead  £5. — 
In  another  case  it  was  alleged  that  a  traveller  for  the 
firm  mentioned  the  preparation  to  Mr.  C.  Heyes,  dentist, 
who  received  it  from  Mr.  Lilley,  and  had  it  invoiced  to 
him  by  the  company.-  In  this  case  Messrs.  Lord  &  Co. 
were  fined  £10  and  Mr.  Mottershead  £2  10s.  The 
amount  of  the  deposit  was  fixed  at  £60  pending  an 
appeal.

Thomas  Charles  Hetherington,  47  Spring  Grove  Road, 
Hounslow,  Middlesex,  chemist  and  druggist. — The  first 
meeting  of  creditors  was  held  recently  at  29  Russell  Square. 
London,  W.C.i,  when  a  statement  of  affairs  was 
submitted  which  showed  ranking  liabilities  of 
j£i,020  ios.  3d.,  against  net  assets  of  £101,  thus  dis- 
closing a  deficiency  of  £919  ios.  3d.  Debtor  said  that 
his  failure  was  due  to  "  keen  competition,  trade  depres- 
sion and  heavy  overhead  charges."  With  a  capital  of 
^100  debtor  commenced  business  on  his  own  account  at 
the  above  address,  which  was  successful  at  first,  but 
additional  capital  became  necessary,  and  he  was  then 
forced  to  borrow.  In  December  1928  he  was  joined  in 
partnership  by  another,  who  contributed  ^300  capital. 
According  to  a  balance  sheet  prepared  at  October  31, 
1929,  the  turnover  was  /i,437  8s.  8d.,  and  the  net  profit 
totalled  ^251  6s.  2d.  In  September  1930  debtor's 
partner  retired  and  debtor  paid  him  £150.  Another 
man  joined  the  business  later,  and  he  brought  in  ^500 
capital.

The 
creditors  decided  to  appoint  Mr.  Parkin  S.  Booth,  of 
Kimberley  House,  Holborn  Viaduct,  to  act  as  trustee.

— The  annual  meetings  oi  the  Sheffield 
Branch  and  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society  were  held  jointly  at  the  Church  House  on 
October  i,  when  sixty-five  members  and  students  were 
present.  Prizes  were  presented  by  the  president  (Mr.

Ibbotson,  W.  Johnson,  A.  Lomas  and  A.  Woodland), 
who  had  passed  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination 
in  April,  receiving  their  training  at  the  Evening  Tech- 
nical School.  Prizes  were  also  presented  to  Messrs.  K. 
Crapper,  F.  Hellewell,  A.  Ilawkes,  A.  Rogers,  W.  C. 
Smith  and  F.  Marsden  for  their  work  at  the  Sheffield 
Evening  Technical  School;  and  to  Messrs.  L.  Manley, 
J.  Mellor,  T.  G.  Lockwood  and  O.  Smith  for  their  work 
at  the  Barnsley  Technical  School.  The  Branch  secre- 
tary's report  showed  the  work  done  in  the  past  session 
in  conection  with  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill.  The 
report  was  adopted.  The  treasurer's  report,  whicli 
showed  a  balance  of  £22  is.  at  the  bank,  was  also 
adopted.

An  Opening  Meeting 

By  One  Who  Attended  It 

How  many  of  us  were  crowded  into  the  examination 
hall  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  October  7  it  is 
impossible  to  say,  and  not  for  me  to  suggest.  It  is, 
however,  beyond  question  that  the  great  space  was  full 
to  overflowing,  and  that  the  audience  manifested  such 
enthusiasm  as  is  worthy  of  more  than  casual  recogni- 
tion. Everyone  was  relieved  to  find  it  possible  to  sit 
or  stand  more  comfortably  than  is  possible  in  the  anti- 
quated lecture  theatre,  which  seems  to  have  been 
designed  as  a  sort  of  torture  chamber  in  which  no  one 
can  remain  in  a  fixed  position  except  for  a  limited 
period.  This  may  be  necessary  to  keep  drowsy  students 
awake,  but  is  undesirable  for  meetings  to  which  members 
of  the  Society  bring  their  relatives  and  friends  in  the 
hope  that  they  may  feel  graciously  treated  and  happily 
entertained.  On  this  occasion  the  accommodation  was 
suitable,  it  was  possible  to  listen  to  the  inaugural  address 
in  comfort. 

Stage  management  was  more  effective  than  when  the 
presidential  and  professorial  procession  used  to  entei 
through  a  cellar  doorway.  At  the  word  of  attention, 
the  audience  rose  to  receive  the  gaily  garbed  figures  who 
paced  slowly  up  the  middle  aisle,  between  the  serried 
rows  of  chairs,  and  advanced  towards  the  dais  whereon 
each  of  the  notabilities  took  his  place.  There  they  all 
sat  in  a  row,  the  president  with  his  chain  and  badge  in 
the  middle,  all  the  rest  except  Mr.  Arthur  Jenkin  wear- 
ing their  academic  robes.  Doubtless  the  chairman  of 
the  Establishment  Committee  was  there  in  simple  every- 
day attire  as  a  contrast  to  the  brilliantly  hued  univer- 
sity dons.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  total  effect  was 
impressive,  and  the  president  opened  the  proceedings 
with  his  audience  in  a  fitting  state  of  preparedness  for 
what  was  to  come.  But  they  had  never  bargained  for 
a  biography  of  Dr.  Jonathan  Pereira  as  a  preface  to  the 
presentation  of  the  Pereira  Medal,  nor  for  all  that  was 
stated  concerning  Jacob  Bell,  Thomas  Hyde  Hills  and 
Edward  Frank  Harrison,  before  other  presentations  were 
made.  As  it  was,  the  two  distinguished  visitors  were 
compelled  to  wait  for  nearly  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
before  one  of  them  was  called  upon  to  deliver  the 
inaugural  address,  and  the  representative  of  German 
pharmacy  had  to  wait  as  long  again  before  he  was  pre- 
sented with  the  medal  which  he  had  come  all  the  way 
from  Berlin  to  receive. 

It  was,  however,  quite  refreshing  to  listen  to  the 
address  by  Professor  Gask,  with  its  many  humorous 
touches,  while  Professor  Thorns  won  general  esteem. 
Cheerful  converse  with  many  friends  over  a  cup  of  tea 
concluded  an  afternoon  that  was  well  spent  upon  the 
whole.  Later,  dozing  in  the  bus  that  took  me  home,  I 
had  touches  of  kaleidoscopic  dreams  of  parti-coloured 
vestments,  with  an  overwhelming  pork-pie  cap  in  crim- 
son and  gold  obscuring  my  view  of  the  venerable  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  My  main  feeling  was,  and 
still  is,  that  pharmacy,  on  the  professional  side,  is  in 
a  fair  way  to  maintain  and  improve  its  position,  and 
that  the  ceremonies  in  which  I  had  taken  part  as  an 
interested  spectator  ought  to  have  a  leavening  effect  in 
stimulating  an  increasing  number  of  pharmacists  to  do 
more  to  improve  the  bread-and-butter  side  of  our  occu- 
pation. For  what  is  status  without  the  wherewithal  for 
maintaining  it,  and  of  what  avail  shall  it  be  for  us  to 
have  our  official  activities  approved  by  universities  and 
foreign  communities  if  many  of  us  lack  adequate  means 
of  subsistence?

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  was  held  on  October  5  at  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  Belfast,  the  president  (Mr.  S.  S. 
Eadger)  in  the  chair.  Apologies  for  absence  were 
announced  from  Messrs.  W.  J.  Hardy,  R.  I.  Edwards, 
A.  C.  McBride,  D.  A.  Taylor,  R.  H.  Kerr  (London), 
H.  J.  Cousley,  Walter  Tate,  R.  Lineham,  T.  A.  Gibson, 
John  Montgomery,  G.  A.  Patton,  W.  R.  Stinson  and 
Samuel  McLoughlin. 

Presidential  Address 

The  President  said  he  proposed  to  touch  as  briefly 
as  possible  on  essential  matters  which  had  occurred 
in  connection  with  their  Society  during  the  past  year. 
Since  their  last  meeting  death  had  claimed  live  mem- 
bers of  their  Society  and  one  associate.  Their  names 
were  Messrs.  James  Hill,  Strabane;  James  Nethery, 
Dungannon;  William  Shaw,  Belfast;  Dr.  William  Burns, 
Belfast;  Leonard  Jennett,  Brakpain,  South  Africa;  and 
Thomas  May,  Belfast.  They  would  note  from  the 
balance  sheet  that  their  Society  had  had  a  very  suc- 
cessful year.  Unfortunately,  they  could  not  lay  claim 
to  the  increased  prosperity  in  business,  as  the  depres- 
sion in  trade  which  lasted  in  the  past  year  had  become 
more  acute,  and  anyone  who  would  predict  increased 
prosperity  in  the  near  future  would  be  indeed  an 
optimist.  It  was  well,  however,  to  be  able  to  refer 
to  one  happening  in  the  past  year  which  had  placed 
the  pharmacist  in  a  better  position,  not  alone  finan- 
cially, but  as  tending  to  bring  him  before  the 
public  as  representing  a  necessary  link  between  the 
medical  profession  and  their  patients.  He  referred  to 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Act  which  became  law 
last  year.  They  had  not  yet  secured  premises  of  their 
own.  They  had  inspected  a  number  of  houses,  but  only 
one  could  be  called  suitable  and  convenient.  The  price 
was  beyond  their  means.  However,  as  their  rooms  were 
now  held  yearly  they  could  at  any  time  purchase  when 
a  suitable  building  came  on  the  market.  During  the 
year  eighteen  Licence  certificates  were  issued — nine 
Modified  and  nine  Final,  Part  II;  also  ten  Preliminary 
Scientific  and  100  Preliminary.  Since  the  formation 
of  their  Society  221  (Modified)  certificates  were  issued; 
77  old  syllabus;  25  final — total  323,  with  87  Preliminary 
Scientific  and  269  Preliminary.  In  conclusion,  he  wished  to 
thank  the  vice-president  and  all  members  of  the  Council 
for  their'  hearty  co-operation  during  his  term  of  office, 
and  also  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  and  his  daughter  for  their 
help  in  all  matters  dealing  with  the  welfare  of  the 
Council  and  the  Society. 

Financial  Statement 

Mr.  Todd  (treasurer)  submitted  the  financial  state- 
ment, which  showed  a  balance  on  the  year's  working 
of  £1,172.  The  capital  account  showed  a  total  of 
£8,011. 

The  President  said  that  the  treasurer's  report  was 
very  satisfactory.  The  diminution  in  income  was  due 
to  the  discontinuance  of  the  Modified  examination. 

Mr.  Storey  moved  the  adoption  of  the  financial  state- 
ment, which  he  described  as  very  good.  Few  societies 
could  boast  of  such  a  record  in  five  years. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Moore  seconded  the  motion,  which  was 
passed  unanimously. 

Welcome  to  New  Members  of  Council 

"I  he  President  welcomed  the  new  members  of 
the  Council.  He  was  glad  Mr.  McCann  had  been 
elected,  so  that  co.  Antrim  had  still  a  representa- 
tive. He  wished,  however,  to  contradict  a  statement 
that  he  knew  all  along  that  Mr.  McCann  was  going 
to  be  a  candidate.  Mr.  Badger  referred  to  the  selection 
of  candidates  by  the  North  Irish  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion.   He  said  that  if  anyone  should  select  the  repre- 
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sentatives  it  should  be  the  county  committees  under 
N.H.I.  He  also  wished  to  congratulate  Mr.  Todd  on 
his  re-election. 

Mr.  McCann  returned  thanks  for  his  election.  It 
was  a  good  thing,  he  believed,  to  have  an  election; 
it  strengthened  the  hands  of  the  Council,  and  he  was 
not  sorry  that  he  had  come  forward.  He  hoped  next 
year  they  would  have  more  coming  forward  and  have 
another  election.  He  wished  to  congratulate  Mr. 
Badger  on  being  jointly  at  the  head  of  the  poll. 

Mr.  Forrest,  acknowledging  his  return,  said  he 
would  do  all  he  could  to  further  the  interests  of  phar- 
macy. 

Mr.  Todd,  also  returning  thanks,  said  the  question 
of  counties  did  not  enter  into  their  minds  at  the  selec- 
tion of  the  candidates  by  the  N.I.P.A.  Co.  Down  had 
an  excellent  representative  in  Mr.  Connor,  and  now 
had  the  addition  of  Mr.  Forrest.  It  was  the  man  they 
were  looking  for,  not  the  county.  He  would  continue 
to  do  his  best  for  the  trade. 

Mr.  H.  Lancashire,  the  retiring  member,  congratu- 
lated the  successful  candidates.  He  was  proud  of  the 
place  Mr.  McCann  had  taken  on  the  poll.  He  had 
taught  those  who  would  deprive  co.  Antrim  of  a 
representative  a  lesson.  The  Government  had  originally 
chosen  a  man  from  each  county,  and  it  ill  behoved 
their  own  members  to  try  to  upset  that  arrangement. 
His  own  recollection  of  the  Council  meetings  was  very 
pleasant.    He  congratulated  Mr.  Badger. 

The  President  expressed  his  gratitude  to  the 
speakers  and  his  regret  that  Mr.  Lancashire  had  not 
come  forward  again.  Thej^  would  miss  his  cheery  pre- 
sence, for  he  had  endeared  himself  to  all  the  mem- 
bers, but  they  hoped  lie  would  still  guide  the  '3-ounger 
members. 

Thanks  for  Past  Services 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Storey,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Todd,  it  was  decided  to  place  on  record  an  apprecia- 
tion of  Mr.  Lancashire's  services  on  the  Council.  Mr. 
Storey  mentioned  that  Mr.  Lancashire  had  rendered 
equally  good  service  on  the  old  Council  in  Dublin. 

Mr.  Dundee,  referring  to  the  N.I.P.A.  meeting,  said 
it  had  been  their  anxiety  to  have  the  retiring  members 
adopted.  Anything  about  co.  Antrim  or  co.  Down 
never  occurred  to  him  or  to  the  president  either. 
The  decision  about  the  N.I.P.A.  adopting  candidates 
had  been  come  to  two  or  three  years  ago  at  a  very 
largely  attended  meeting. 

Mr.  Gibson  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Todd 
for  the  careful  manner  in  which  he  had  looked  after 
the  finances,  and  this  Was  agreed  to  by  acclamation. 

Dr.  Acheson  mentioned  the  Medical  Health  Insurance 
Fund,  and  said  that  chemists  for  the  nine  months 
had  received  £37,769,  of  which  £22,500  had  gone  to 
Belfast.    The  fourth  quarter  had  not  yet  been  made  up. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore,  a  cordial  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Badger  for  his  services  as  president 
was  passed. 

Mr.  Badger  said  anything  he  had  done  had  been 
done  through  his  desire  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of  Northern  Ireland.  He 
appreciated  the  confidence  of  his  colleagues  very  highly, 
and  at  all  times  would  endeavour  to  work  for  the 
interests  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Storey  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  secre- 
tary (Mr.  Kirkpatrick)  and  Miss  Kirkpatrick  for  their 
services.  Mr.  Forrest  seconded  the  motion,  which 
was  passed  by  acclamation. 

Mr.  Kirkpatrick  returned  thanks,  and  announced 
that  one  of  the  five  candidates  from  Northern  Ireland 
in  the  Fairchild  scholarship  examination  had  won  a 
prize  of  £5.  He  hoped  employers  would  encourage  their 
apprentices  to  go  in  for  the  examination. 

In  closing  the  proceedings,  the  President  said  he 
hoped  they  would  have  a  larger  attendance  next  year. 
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Trade  and  the  National  Outlook 

In  view  of  the  approaching  return  of  a  new  Government,  the  question  of  the  steps  likely  to  prove 
most  effectual  in  improving  the  position  of  British  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  in  the  drug  and 
chemical  industries  becomes  urgent.  We  have  invited  representative  authorities  to  favour  us  with 
their  views  on  this   important  subject,  and   have   pleasure  in  publishing  the  first  of  the  replies 

that  have  reached  us. 


By  Mr.  Kenneth  C.  Allen 

I  should  like  to  touch  first  on  the  subject  of  essential 
oils.  For  a  long  time  England  has  suffered  very  inten- 
sive competition,  especially  from  German  manufacturers. 
There  are  certain  essential  oils,  such  as  the  Messina  pro- 
ducts, geraniums,  rose  and  others,  which  cannot  be 
manufactured  in  England,  and  to  put  a  duty  on  such 
oils  would  not  be  of  much  benefit;  but  all  the  spice 
oils  and  oils  manufactured  from  dry  material  that  can 
be  distilled  in  England  to  advantage  should  have  pro- 
tection. For  instance,  of  late  we  have  been  open  to 
severe  competition  in  clove  oil  manufactured  in  Mada- 
gascar from  clove  leaf.  Oils  of  coriander,  caraway, 
cardamom,  pimento,  nutmeg,  etc.,  can  all  be  made 
to  advantage  in  England.  Sandalwood  oil  is  an  article 
distilled  here  in  spite  of  severe  competition,  and  a  small 
duty  would  undoubtedly  be  of  assistance.  As  regards 
pharmaceuticals,  1  do  not  think  the  English  manufac- 
turers want  much  protection.  The  foreign  competition 
of  pharmaceuticals  is  not  very  great.  For  such  things 
as  aloiu,  podophyllin  and  a  few  others  which  we  manu- 
facture, we  are  up  against  cheaper  American  or  Indian 
makes.  Naturally,  America,  with  aloes  more  or  less 
on  the  spot,  is  in  an  advantageous  position  to  manu- 
facture aloi.i  against  us.  Similarly,  India  can  manufac- 
ture podophyllin  (emodi),  saving  the  heavy  freight  on 
the  root  to  England.  The  quality  o£  English  green 
extracts  is  such  that  we  can  generally  hold  our  own. 

The  protection  we  have  had  of  late  years  in  isolates, 
such  as  eugenol,  iso-eugenol,  safrol  and  citral,  has  been 
very  helpful;  to-day  we  are  able  to  sell  to  our  foreign 
competitors  in  England,  whereas  without  protection 
they  would  be  importing  from  their  own  works.  The 
more  we  can  manufacture  the  more  proficient  we  shall 
become,  and  the  more  we  can  enter  into  competition 
with  foreign  markets.  The  fall  in  the  value  of  the 
pound  has  materially  helped  us,  and  is  eliminating  a 
good  deal  of  the  foreign  competition  in  essential  oils. 

A  duty  on  chemicals  should  undoubtedly  greatly  help 
our  chemical  manufacturers.  It  .  is  in  our  heavy  indus- 
tries that  we  want  protection  the  most.  I  do  not 
think  the  real  pharmaceutical  trade  requires  a  lot  of 
protection,  though  the  chemical  trade  and  the  essential 
oil  trade  do.  English  houses  could  manufacture  all  the 
almond  oil  required  in  England,  but  we  are  continually 
up  against  competition  from  abroad.  I  think  it  would 
be  a  mistake  to  put  duties  on  foreign  herbs,  seeds,  etc., 
as  the  quantity  and  number  of  these  that  can  be  grown 
in  England  to  advantage  is  infinitesimal. 

By  Mr.  E.  F.  Armstrong,  Ph.D.,  D.Sc,  LL.D.,  F.R.S. 

I  consider  that  the  British  chemical  industry  has  a 
unique  opportunity  both  of  securing  practically  the 
whole  of  the  chemical  business  in  this  country  and  that 
of  our  Empire,  together  with  a  much  larger  share  of  the 
foreign  markets,  provided  that  it  makes  full  and  ener- 
getic  use  of  the  opportunities  provided  by  the  new  inter- 
national value  of  the  £  sterling.  At  home  we  have  a 
momentary  protection  against  competition,  which  has 
often  approximated  to  dumping.  During  the  past  few 
years,  thanks  to  the  protection  afforded  to  the  fine 
chemical  industry  by  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act, 
our  chemical  manufacturers  have  been  able  to  organise 
themselves  on  a  progressive  basis,  and  are  both  techni- 
cally strong  in  regard  to  their  capacity  to  produce  and 
also  sufficiently  acquainted,  as  a  result  of  much  re- 
search, with  the  somewhat  intricate  technique  required 
to  make  fine  chemicals.      The  range  of  British-made 


products  is  a  large  one,  and  it  only  requires  a  larger 
production  of  each  and  every  chemical  in  this  country 
for  the  manufacturers  to  be  able  to  sell  it  on  a  basis 
which  will  be  satisfactory  both  to  the  consumers  and 
to  the  makers. 

It  seems  to  me  important  that,  in  the  difficult  period 
which  lies  ahead  of  us,  the  industry  should  act  as  a 
whole  and  as  far  as  possible  in  co-operation.  It  should 
compete  in  the  world's  markets  as  a  British  national 
industry,  not  as  a  number  of  individual  firms  more 
anxious  to  capture  one  another's  trade  than  the  overseas 
markets.  This  is  not  the  moment  to  consider  any 
fusion  of  interests;  indeed,  I  think  it  much  better  in  an 
industry  of  this  type  that  the  individuality  of  the 
respective  firms  both  in  manufacturing  and  selling 
should  be  retained.  Much  can,  however,  be  done  by 
collective  action  in  regard  to  buying,  to  insurance,  in 
defensive  measures  where  Government  or  other  assistance 
is  required,  and  also  in  offensive  campaigns. 

The  British  chemical  industry  is  compact  and  highly 
organised,  thanks  very  largely  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Association  of  British  Chemical  Manufacturers.  There- 
is,  therefore,  every  reason  to  hope  that  it  will  act  as  a 
whole  and  that  no  one  section  will  take  advantage  of 
another  should  there  be  a  necessary  increase  in  price  of 
any  particular  material.  The  keynote  of  success  in  our 
industry,  as  in  all  others,  lies  in  efficiency,  organisation, 
research  and  general  up-to-dateness.  In  all  these 
respects  our  chemical  industry  has  shown  for  a  long 
time  past  that  it  is  ready  to  make  use  of  its  oppor- 
tunities. 

By  Mr.  Charles  A.  Hill,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  first  step  to  be 
taken  in  the  measures  to  effect  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
fortunes  of  British  industry  is  to  secure  an  improve- 
ment in  the  "  balance  of  trade,"  that  is  by  the  reduc- 
tion of  imports  and  the  extension  of  exports;  and  this 
applies,  equally  with  ether  industries,  to  the  chemical 
industry,  the  import  statistics  for  which,  as  published 
by  the  Board  of  Trade,  indicate  the  important 
amount  that  is  spent  on  foreign  products,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  output  of  the  British  fine  chemical  indus- 
try increases  year  by  year. 

To-day,  industrial  conditions  have  been  affected — 
favourably  so  far  as  this  country  is  concerned — bv  the 
temporary  suspension  of  the  gold  standard,  which  has 
resulted  in  the  depreciated  value  of  sterling  in  foreign 
countries.  Now,  therefore,  is  the  time  for  manufac- 
turers to  consolidate  the  opportunities  afforded  them  to 
compete  in  both  home  and  export  markets,  and  these 
opportunities  should  be  utilised  so  as  to  render  the 
advantage  permanent  and  not  merely  temporary. 

To  achieve  these  objects,  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  extension  of  home  markets  bv  urging  con- 
sumers to  "  Buy  British  "  wherever  possible;  and  this 
appeal  should  be  made  not  only  to  members  of  the 
public  buying  in  the  retail  chemists'  shops,  but  also 
to  chemists  to  give  preference  to  British  products,  and 
to  doctors  to  prescribe  them.  So  far  as  export  trade 
is  concerned,  much  could  be  done  to  extend  our  busi- 
ness in  export  markets  by  improved  methods  of  market- 
ing and  by  closer  co-operative  working  between  manu- 
facturer? 

The  chemical  industry,  in  common  with  other  indus- 
tries, would  be  greatly  benefited  by  the  imposit  •  n  oi  a 
general  tariff,  designed  not  merely  as  a, source  of  revenue 
but  as  a  means  of  protecting  British  industry — and 
this   apart   altogether    from     the    protection  already 
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afforded  by  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act.  No 
duty  should  be  imposed  on  raw  materials  which  cannot 
be  obtained  in  this  country,  and  so  far  as  chemical 
manufacturers  are  concerned  the-re  would  be  little  diffi- 
culty in  differentiating  between  manufactured  products 
which  should  bear  the  duty,  and  raw  materials,  such 
as  iodine,  bismuth  and  mercury,  which  or  necessity 
have  to  be  imported. 

I  am  in  favour  of  the  imposition  of  such  a  tariff,  with 
full  Empire  reciprocal  preference. 


British  Made  Toilet  Articles 

As  a  result  of  the  present  financial  crisis  and  the 
measures  being  taken  by  the  Government  to  meet  it, 
there  would  seem  that  benefit  may  result  to  the  British 
industry  in  cosmetics  arid  perfumes.  The  proposal  to 
prohibit  the  importation  of  luxuries  has  been  favour- 
ably received  by  the  Government,  but  it  is  impossible 
to  say  in  what  form  this  prohibition  is  likely  to  operate 
so  far  as  concerns  toiletries.  Whatever  may  be  thought 
concerning  the  possibility  of  enlarging  the  range  of 
aromatic  synthetics  produced  in  this  country,  it  would 
take  many  years  before  all  demands  could  be  met;  and, 
as  concerns  floral  products  and  the  like,  climatic  condi- 
tions prohibit  their  production  in  Great  Britain.  -  That 
British  manufacturers  of  perfumes  and  cosmetics  will 
have  to  make  gigantic  efforts  to  meet  all  demands  goes 
without  saying.  For  the  chemist,  a  unique  opportunity 
occurs  for  pushing  his  own  lines.  The  drop  in  the  value  of 
the  pound,  in  consequence  of  our  departure  from  the  gold 
standard,  must  result  in  an  increase  in  the  price  to  us  of 
perfumes  and  cosmetics  manufactured  in  foreign  coun- 
tries, so  that  a  demand  for  similar  products  of  British 
manufacture  is  inevitable.  It  should  be  the  function 
of  the  chemist  to  advise  in  this  matter,  assisting  his 
customers  to  avoid  what  is  injurious  and  unpleasing  in 
its  results  and  to  select  what  is  beneficial  and  of  real 
aesthetic  value.  Many  women,  for  example,  use  too 
much  rouge  or  lipstick,  or  choose  shades  which  harmo- 
nise ill  with  their  complexions.  Others,  who  might  im- 
prove .their  appearances,  by  the  aid  of  these  cosmetics, 
avoid  using  them.  A  word  from  the  chemist  should  set 
these  matters  right.  The  chemist  desirous  of  pushing 
his  own  lines  should  study  the  women's  papers  to  dis- 
cover the  types  of  toilet  requisites  that  are  "  fashion- 
able "  and  to  push  similar  products  o'f  his  own  pre- 
paring. 

Perfumes  and  Powders 

In.  the.  long  run,  the  chemist  cannot  compete  with 
the  large  scale  manufacturer,  who  can  utilise  up-to-date 
machinery  and  purchase  his  raw  products  at  the  lowest 
possible  price.  But  profits  on  toiletries  are  so  large, 
that  the  field  is,  and  will  for  long  remain,  a  very  attrac- 
tive one.  The  manufacture  of  finished  perfumes  entails 
special  difficulties  which  few  chemists  are  well  equipped 
to  tackle.  Published  formulas  for  perfumes  are  as 
numerous,  almost,  as  the  grains  of  sand  on  the  sea- 
shore; but  to  arrive  at  a  really  satisfactory  formula  for 
a  scent  which  will  capture  the  public  taste  necessitates 
long  "  and  expensive  experimentation  by  one  equipped, 
not  only  with  highly  specialised  knowledge,  but  also 
keen  aesthetic  judgment.  The.  problem,  however;  has 
been  largely  simplified  for  the  small  scale  manufacturer 
by  the  placing  on  the  market  of  numerous  ''  com- 
pounds." These  often  require  nothing  but  dissolution 
in  spirit,  or,  if  further  compounding  is  necessary,  it  is 
usually  of  quite  a  simple  character,  helpful  advice  con- 
cerning which  is  often  supplied  by  the  manufacturers  of 
the  '"  compounds  "  in  question.  "  Compounds  "  suit- 
able for  incorporation  in  creams,  face-powders  and  toilet 
waters  of  low  alcoholic  strength  can' also  be  obtained. 
Cosmetics,  in  general,  are  not  difficult  for  the  chemist 
to  make.  The  preference  for  rouge  and  face-powder  in 
compact  form  has  hitherto  presented  something  of  a 
difficulty,  but  a  very  simple  and  inexpensive  piece  of 
apparatus  has  recently  been  placed  on  the  market 
whereby,  using  a  Especial  form- of- compact-binder,  com- 


pacts can  rapidly  be  turned  out  by  hand.  A  sifting 
machine,  however,  is  still  required,  if  the  waste  of  time, 
energy  and  patience  necessitated  by  hand  sifting  is  to 
be  obviated.  If  this  line  is  to  be  pushed,  a  good  range 
of  shades  should  be  made  in  a  variety  of.  attractive 
odours,  and  well  displayed.  Neat  and  artistic  packing 
is  absolutely  essential.  Where  possible,  advice  concerning 
choice  of  shade  should  be  tendered. 

Preparations  for  the  Hair 

Preparations  for  the  hair  constitute  an  attractive 
field.  Hair- tonics  are  always  in  demand;  and,  the 
recently  discovered  beneficial  effects  of  cholesterol 
having  now  become  generally  known  to  the  public,  those 
chemists  who  will  make  up  cholesterin  hair-tonics 
(C.  (S-  D.,  1930,  II,  579),  and  sell  them  as  such,  put 
up  in  neat  bottles  with  attractive  labels,  are  assured  of 
good  sales.  Shampoo  preparations  are  also  a  good  line.- 
The  best  sellers,  perhaps,  are  shampoo  powders.  Those 
containing  powdered  chamomile  (about  5  per  cent.)  or 
powdered  henna  (5  to  10  per  cent,)  are  especially 
popular. 

And  then  there  are  creams.  Here,  as  everywhere  in  the 
domain  of  toiletries,  a  good  name  counts.  "  X  Cleans- 
ing Cream,"  where  "  X  "  is  a  pretty  and  atractive 
word,  sounds  much  better  to  Miss  1931  than  does 
"  Jones's  Cold  Cream."  Indeed,  some  chemists  find  it 
good  policy  entirely  to  avoid  their  business  names  in 
labelling  cosmetics.  An  article  containing  a  large 
number  of  formulas  for  toilet  preparations  was  pub- 
lished in  the  C.  &•  D.  Diary,  1930.—  H.  S.  li.  (10/10). 


Protection  for 
Indian  Chemical  Industry 

In  the  Assembly  this  week  Sir  George  Rainy,  the 
member  for  Commerce,  introduced  the  Bill  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Indian  industrial  chemical  industry,  and 
in  the  course  of  his  speech  stated  that  the  protection 
was  only  for  eighteen  months,  before  the  end  of  which! 
period  inquiries  ought  to  be  complete  in  order  to  judge 
the  prospects  of  the  successful  establishment  of  the 
manufacture  of  artificial  manures  in  India.  The  imposi- 
tion of  duties  during  this  period  would  give  assistance 
and  enable  the  industry  to  reorganise  itself,  if  possible, 
in  one  centre  like  Bombay  or  Calcutta.  If  the  authori- 
ties responsible  for  the  management  of  the  railways  had 
before  them  a  definite,  proposal  for  the.  establishment 
of  the  manufacture  of  chemicals  at  a  suitable  centre,  and 
were  satisfied  that  the  firm  in  question  had  adequate 
capital  and  proper  financial  backing,  then  the  question 
of  a  reduction  in  freight  rates  became  a  matter  of  busi- 
ness. As  regards  magnesium  chloride,  Sir  George  Rainy 
said  that  a  firm  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  this 
chemical  had  succeeded  in  bringing  down  its  costs  to 
a  point  at  which  they  might  expect  that  at  all  normal 
periods,  when  prices  had  not  progressed  for  normal 
reasons,  it  would  in  the  long  run  be  entitled  to  pro- 
tection. In  the  course  of  the  debate  on  the  Bill  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  establishment  of  the  industry  at 
one  centre  might  not  prove  advantageous  to  the 
industry  itself,  as  the  manufacture  of  other  salts  or 
chemicals  might  be.  affected.  It  was  thought,  for 
example,  that  it  might  affect  copper .  sulphate,  which 
was  required  by  planters  in  South  India,  as  the  railway 
freight  from  Bombay  or  Calcutta  was  considerable.  An 
amendment  was  moved  to  empower  the  Government  to 
raise  the  duty  on  magnesium  chloride  without  reference 
to  the  assembly.  The  Bill  was  passed  with  this  amend- 
ment. Sir  George  Rainy  pointed  out  that  for  the  last 
three  years  the  market  for  magnesium  chloride  had  been 
steady.        "  .

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The  Fountain  and  the  Pharmacy 


SODA  fountains  should  have  a  distinctive  place 
in  any  drug-store,  in  the  opinion  of  "  Jack'' 
Watson,  head  of  the  Owl  Drug  Stores, 
Vancouver,  B.C.  Mr.  V.  Watson  states  that 
soda  fountains  are  profitable  departments,  as  well 
as  undoubtedly  a  great  drawing  card  and  assist- 
ance in  building  up  other  departments  of  the  store. 
Similar  views  on  this  question  are  held  by  Mr.  B.  M. 
Adams,  manager  of  the  Owl  Drug  Stores,  413  West 
Hastings  Street,  Vancouver.  There  are  fountains  in 
four  of  the  Owl  Drug  Stores,  but  the  business  of  which 
Mr.  Adams  is  in  charge  has  the  largest  of  any  in  the 
chain. 

In  addition  to  drawing  business  to  other  depart- 
ments, Mr.  Adams  points  out  that  the  soda  fountain 
and  lunch  counter  in  themselves  are  a  profitable  busi- 
ness. The  department  operates  on  a  strictly  cash  basis 
and  no  credit  accounts  are  run  in  connection  with  it. 
The  lunch  counter  serves  hot  lunches  and  special  lines 
of  toasted  sandwiches.  It  also  supplies  hot  meats, 
potatoes  and  vegetables.  To  increase  business,  a  daily 
special  is  advertised  on  each  of  the  seven  days  of  the 
week.  This  special  on  week-days  is  priced  at  around 
30c,  and  is  a  three-course  lunch,  comprising  soup,  meat 
and  vegetable,  and  dessert.  The  soda  fountain  proper 
has  as  one  of  its  special  features  a  double  rich  bitter- 
sweet chocolate  malted  milkshake.  This  milkshake 
consists  of  double  quantities  of  ice-cream  and  malted 


milk,  and  is  sold  for  15c.  This  has  proved  a  great 
drawing  card  as  well  as  a  medium  of  considerable 
publicity  for  the  soda  fountain.  in  the  Owl  Drug 
Stores  all  the  milkshakes  are  prepared  in  mixers  which 
have  been  fastened  on  the  counter.  When  the  mixer 
has  been  switched  off,  the  dish  is  removed  and  a  por- 
tion of  it  poured  in  the  glass  and  placed  before  the 
customer.  The  dish  itself,  containing  the  balance  of 
the  milkshake,  is  also  placed  beside  the  customer,  who 
is  permitted  to  refill  his  own  glass.  All  the 
cooking  in  connection  with  the  department  is  done  in 
full  public  view  at  the  back  of  the  counter.  Covers 
have  been  fitted  to  everything  used  for  cooking  pur- 
poses in  the  store,  and  in  this  way  none  of  the  smell 
or  odours  associated  with  cooking  exist  in  the  Owl  Drug 
Store.  The  firm  gives  publicity  to  its  luncheon 
counters  in  its  week-end  advertisements  in  the  daily 
press.  In  the  summer-time  its  ice-cream  and  soda  foun- 
tain lines  are  given  prominence,  while  in  the  winter  hot 
lunches  and  hot  drinks  are  featured.  The  management 
of  the  company  does  not  permit  under  any  circum- 
stances for  any  of  the  employees  of  its  soda  fountain 
to  in  any  way  interfere  or  wait  on  customers  in  any 
other  department  of  the  store  or  vice-versa.  In  short, 
the  management  runs  the  lunch  counter  as  a  distinct 
and  different  business,  which,  through  force  of  cir- 
cumstances, happens  to  be  accommodated  within  the 
same  building  as  the  drug-store.

An  Ancient  European 
Pharmacy 

By  J.  Wicliff  Peck,  Ph.C. 

I WAS  prevailed  upon,  not  unwillingly,  to  take  my 
holiday  this  year  on  the  Continent,  and  to  go 
farther  afield  than  usual.  I  joined  a  party  visit- 
ing the  Dalmatian  coast,  which  is  the  seaboard  of 
Yugoslavia.  Our  journey  from  England  soon  took  us 
towards  sunshine  and  warmth,  and  we  ultimately  arrived 
at  Dubrovnik,  the  subject  of  this  note.  Dubrovnik, 
or  Ragusa,  "  Pearl  of  the  Adriatic,"  lies  at  the  foot 
of  Mount  Srgi,  a  walled  city  with  immense  fortifica- 
tions. Olives,  aloes,  oleanders,  date-palms,  etc.,  grow 
in  profusion,  and  the  handsome  hardy  people  were  kind-

ness  itself.  Within  this  walled  city  one  of  the  oldest 
pharmacies  in  Europe  still  sells  drugs  and  medicines, 
and  the  customer  is  waited  upon  with  great  courtesy 
by  Franciscan  monks,  just  as  other  customers  have  been 
for  600  years.  The  story  of  the  pharmacy  is  interesting. 
St.  Francis  of  Assisi  himself  commenced  the  beneficent 
work  by  building  it  in  1315,  and  herbs  were  supplied 
to  the  suffering  and  needy.  After  a  few  years,  in  1327, 
the  monastery  and  church  were  built  within  the  walls 
by  permission  of  the  authorities.  The  label  used  by  : 
this  old  pharmacy  is  reproduced  below. 
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DUBROVNIK 


Here,  just  within  the  gates  of  Pile,  stands  the  beautiful 
church,  and  the  monastery,  with  its  cloisters  and  quiet 
garden  square.  Walking  through  the  cloisters  I  entered 
the  pharmacy  and  spoke  to  the  monk  attending  custo- 
mers.   Quietness  and  good  taste  was  everywhere  around. 

When  the  monk  learned  that  I  was  chief  pharma- 
cist in  a  large  London  hospital  he  was  most  anxious  to 
show  me  around.  The  language  was  the  difficulty,  but 
we  got  over  it  by  his  speaking  Latin  very  slowly .  for 
me,  of  which  I  understood  perhaps  25  per  cent.  In 
the  inner  room  I  was  shown  some  very  old  black  metal 
mortars  heavily  ornamented  with  figures.  Around  the 
top  shelf  of  the  pharmacy  were  some  wonderful  jars 
for  ointments,  etc,  one  exquisite  specimen,  I  was  told, 
came  from  Rhodes.  The  dim  light  prevented  me  taking 
photographs,  but  the  visit  was  a  most  interesting  and 
unexpected  event.  There  seemed  nothing  incongruous 
that  Dubrovnik  had  such  a  shop.  Indeed,  the  whole 
atmosphere  is  mediaeval,  and  eastern. 


Parliamentary  Election 

Parliament  Dissolved 

THE  seventh  Parliament  of  the  present  reign  was 
•  prorogued  on  October  7,  and  was  dissolved  by 
proclamation  on  the  same  day.  Nominations 
are  received  on  October  16,  and  polling  takes  place  in 
most  constituencies  on  October' 27.  The  new  Parliament 
is  summoned  to  meet  on  November  3.

The  number  of  candidates  connected  with  pharmacy 
and  the  drug  trade  is  considerably  smaller  than  was  the 
case  at  the  election  of  May  30,  1929;  and,  for  obvious 
reasons,  there  is  no  repetition  of  the  concerted  effort 
made  on  that  occasion  to  secure  the  presence  of  several 
pharmacists  in  Parliament.  In  the  following  para- 
graphs we  give  a  brief  record  of  the  candidates  whose 
names  had  been  announced  at  the  time  of  going  to 
press.  The  abbreviations  adopted  are:  U.  for  Unionist, 
Nat.  L.  io:  National  Liberal,  Lab.  for  Labour. 

Sir  William  Alexander,  chairman  of  The  British 
Dyestuffs  Corporation,  Ltd.,  is  seeking  re-election  (U.) 
for  Central  Glasgow. 

Mr.  Cyril  Atkinson,  K.C.,  formerly  Referee  under 
the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act,  is  a  candidate  (U.) 
for  re-election  in  the  Altrincham  division  of  Cheshire. 

Mr.  William  Bennett  (Lab.),  the  only  pharmacist 
member  of  Parliament,  is  seeking  re-election  for  South 
Battersea,  which  he  has  represented  since  he  captured 
the  seat  at  a  by-election  in  February  1929. 

Sir  Robert  Bird,  chairman  and  managing  director 
of  Alfred  Bird  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Birmingham,  is  again  standing  (U.)  in  West  Wolver- 
hampton. 

Dr.  C.  G.  Clayton,  a  director  of  the  United  Alkali 
Co.,  Ltd.,  is  seeking  election  (U.)  for  the  Wirral  division 
of  Cheshire.  Prior  to  the  1929  general  election  Dr.

Attached  to  the  stand  is  4  ft.  of  wire, 
as  well  as  an  adaptor  which  can  be  fixed  to  any  exist- 
ing electric  light  socket.  Letters  can  be  pasted  inside 
the  globe  to  form  an  advertisement.  These  can  be 
easily  removed  with  a  damp  cloth  and  another  set  of 
words  be  pasted  on.  With  each  outfit  the  company 
supply  a  whole  alphabet  free  of  charge,  or  if  preferred, 
Messrs.  Fabian  can  paste  inside  or  outside  the  globe 
any  set  of  lettering  desired.  (Outside  for  daylight  use.) 
Fresh  letters  can  be  supplied  at  a  small  charge.

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Foreign  Goods  in  Catalogues 

In  view  of  the  precise  directions  that  are  given  in  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926,  and  the  Orders  in  Council 
made  thereunder,  there  is  little  room  for  doubt  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  required  indication  of  origin 
shall  be  applied  to  imported  goods  that  are  sold  or 
offered  for  sale  in  this  country.  But  as  regards  one  of 
the  obligations  imposed  by  the  Act  a  good  deal  of 
uncertainty  still  exists  in  the  minds  of  traders:  many 
of  them  are  puzzled  by  the  Section  of  the  Act  which 
applies  to  foreign  goods  included  in  catalogues  and  price 
lists.    The  Section  in  question  states  that 

"  if  any  person  advertises  or  offers  for  sale,  as  being 
goods  of  a  particular  brand  or  make  or  otherwise  under 
a  specific  designation,  whether  by  means  of  an  illustration, 
or  by  means  of  any  written  matter,  any  imported  goods 
of  a  class  or  description  to  which  an  Order  in  Council 
under  this  Act  applies  " 

he  must  include  in  the  advertisement  or  offer  an  indi- 
cation of  the  origin  of  the  goods.  So  far  as  advertise- 
ments are  concerned,  little  difficulty  is,  as  a  rule,  experi- 
enced in  deciding  whether  or  not  an  indication  of  origin 
is  called  for  in  a  particular  case;  but  in  the  case  of 
catalogues  which  usually  include  a  variety  of  goods, 
s<>me  British  and  some  foreign,  and  of  the  foreign  goods, 
some  subject  to  Orders  in  Council  and  some  not,  it  is 
by  no  means  easy  to  determine  exactly  what  is  expected 
in  the  compilers  of  the  catalogue.  From  the  wording 
of  the  Section,  it  would  appear,  at  first  sight,  that  the 
indication  of  origin  need  be  placed  only  against  those 
items  in  the  catalogue  that  come  within  the  terms  of 
one  or  other  of  the  various  Orders  in  Council  that  have 
been  made,  and  then  only  if  the  goods  are  offered  under 
a  "  specific  designation."  That,  presumably,  would  be 
the  position  if  it  were  only  the  provisions  of  the  Mer- 
chandise Marks  Act,  1926,  that  had  to  be  considered; 
but  there  is  also  the  earlier  Act  of  1887  to  be  reckoned 
with.  This  statute  makes  it  an  offence  to  apply 
a  "  false  trade  description  "  to  goods  that  are  for  sale, 
.•iiid  any  misrepresentation,  direct  or  indirect,  as  to  the 
country  in  which  they  were  made  amounts  to  a  "  false 
trade  description."  It  would  appear  to  be  beyond  dis- 
pute th:it  if,  in  a  catalogue  that  includes  both  foreign 
goods  that  are  subject  to  Orders  in  Council  and  foreign 
goods  of  other  kinds,  the  former  are  marked  with  an 
indication  of  origin  and  the  latter  are  not,  it  might 
reasonably  be  inferred  by  anyone  looking  at  the  cata- 
logue that  only  the  marked  goods  are  imported  and  the 
rest  British.  In  other  words,  although  such  a  manner 
of  marking  foreign  goods  in  catalogues  would  probably 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  1926  Act,  it  might  well 
constitute  an  offence  under  the  earlier  Act  on  the  ground 
that  there  had  been  a  misleading  implication  that  all 
the  unmarked  goods  were  British.  That  is,  in  fact,  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  it  is  an  opinion  with 
which  we  agree.  From  what  has  been  said,  it  will  be 
seen  that  it  is  not  sufficient  merely  to  indicate  the 
foreign  origin  of  such  goods  included  in  a  catalogue  as 
are  subject  to  Orders  in  Council.  Obviously,  the  safest 
and  most  convenient  course  is  to  print  "  Foreign  "  or 

Made  in  ■  "  against  every  imported  article. 

Alternatively,  it  would  probably  be  sufficient  to  display 


on  the  front  cover  or  some  other  conspicuous  part  of  the 
catalogue  a  notice  to  the  effect  that  some  of  the  goods  in 
the  catalogue  are  foreign  and  referring  specifically  by 
page  and  number,  or  other  means  of  identification,  to 
every  item  in  the  catalogue  that  is  not  of  British  manu- 
facture. 

Contract  Prices  and  Increased  Duties 

We  may  supplement  our  editorial  article  in  last  week's 
issue,  "  A  Contract  is  a  Contract,"  by  reminding  our 
readers  that,  although  the  fluctuation  of  the  exchange 
makes  no  difference  to  the  obligations  of  a  contract, 
the  recent  increase  in  the  duty  on  hydrocarbon  oils  will, 
in  some  cases,  involve  a  corresponding  increase  in  con- 
tract prices.  Section  10  (1)  of  the  Finance  Act,  1901, 
provides  as  follows :  — 

"  Where  any  new  customs  import  duty  or  new  excise 
duty  is  imposed,  or  where  any  customs  import  duty  or 
excise  duty  is  increased,  and  any  goods  in  respect  of  which 
the  duty  is  payable  are  delivered  after  the  day  on  which 
the  new  or  increased  duty  takes  effect  in  pursuance  of  a 
contract  made  before  that  day.  the  seller  of  the  goods 
may,  in  the  absence  of  agreement,  to  the  contrary,  recover, 
as  an  addition  to  the  contract  price,  a  sum  equal  to  any 
amount  paid  by  him  in  respect  of  the  goods  on  account 
of  the  new  duty  or  the  increase  of  duty,  as  the  ease 
may  be." 

There  is  a  corresponding  provision  for  a  deduction 
from  the  contract  price  where  a  duty  is  repealed  or 
decreased.  The  Section  applies  although  the  goods 
have  undergone  a  process  of  manufacture  or  prepara- 
tion, or  have  become  a  part  or  ingredient  of  other 
goods.  The  duty  on  hydrocarbon  oils  was  increased 
by  the  supplementary  Budget  as  from  6  p  m.,  on 
September  10,  and  takes  effect  from  that  time.  The 
increase  was  2d.  per  gallon  (from  6d.  to  Sd.).  The 
Section  of  the  Finance  Act  of  1901  will  or  may  effect 
some  chemists  in  two  ways;  on  the  one  hand,  they 
may  have  made  contracts  to  buy  from  manufacturers 
or  wholesalers  hydrocarbon  oils  or  goods  containing 
hydrocarbon  oils,  or  they  may  themselves  be  under 
contract  to  supply  municipal  or  poor-law  authorities, 
hospitals,  etc.,  with  goods  to  which  the  increase  in 
the  duty  will  apply.  It  will  be  well  to  remember  that 
Section  10  of  the  Finance  Act,  1901,  applies  only  (1) 
where  there  is  a  contract;  (2)  where  the  contract  was 
made  before  6  p.m.  on  September  10,  1931;  and  (3) 
where  the  goods  are  delivered  after  that  time.  II 
there  is  no  contract,  the  seller  may  quote  any  price 
he  chooses;  if  the  contract  has  been  made  since  Septem- 
ber 10,  the  seller  cannot  vary  the  contract  price;  and 
if  the  goods  were  delivered  before  the  duty  was  in- 
creased, they  must  be  charged  at  the  contract  juice. 
The  Section,  where  it  applies,  authorises  the  rellei  to 
add  "  a  sum  equal  to  any  amount  paid  by  him  in 
respect  of  the  goods  on  account  of  the  .  .  .  duty." 
Thus  there  can  be  no  increase  on  the  contract  price  if 
the  goods  are  sold  from  stock  held  before  Septembei  10. 
But  the  Section  provides  no  means  of  checking  the 
seller  if  he  says  he  has  paid  duty  at  the  increased  rate, 
and  111  most  cases  the  buyer  will  have  to  accept  his 
statement.  We  assume  that  few,  if  any,  of  our  readers 
have  contracts  for  the  purchase  or  cale  Qi  heer  or 
tobacco,  the  duties  on  which  were  also  increased  by 
the  supplementary  Budget. 


Norwegian  Import  of  Spirituous  Mouthwashfs. — 
According  to  a  circular  of  the  Norwegian  Finance  and 
Revenue  Department,  alcoholic  mouthwashes  can  be 
imported  into  Norway  without  restriction  in  bulk  quan- 
tities greater  than  one  kilo.  All  alcoholic  mouthwashes 
can  be  imported  without  any  restriction  whatsoever 
as  to  quantity  if  the  spirit  strength  is  not  greater  than 
Go  per  cent,  by  volume.  In  other  cases  a  permit  f->r 
importation  is  required  from  the  Sozial  Department. 
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Italian  Foreign  Trade 


ACCORDING  to  official  trade  statistics  issued  by  the 
L\  Italian  Minister  of  Finance  imports  of  mefchan- 
/  X.  dise  into  Italy  during  1929  .  were  valued  at 
21,300,021,003  lire,  against  21,920,428,556  lire  in 
1928,  a  decrease  of  620,447,553  lire.  Exports 
were  valued  at  14,888,839,918  lire  compared 
with  14,559.033,332  lire  in  1928.  The  quantity 
of  goods  imported  amounted  to  27,409,463  tons, 
against  25,539,855  tons  in  1928,  an  increase,  of 
1,867,608  tons,  while  exports  were  4,973,741  tons, 
against  4,481,808  tons  in  1928.  The  falling  off  in  im- 
ports is  due  probably  to  the  smaller  receipts  of  cereals 
and  grain  and  sugar.  The  sugar  imports  have  fallen  off 
owing  to  increase  in  national  production.  Importations 
were  largest  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  Italian 
trade  seems  to  show  a  regular  rise  and  fall,  the  peak 
of  the  curve  being  reached  in  June,  then  falling  and 
rising  again  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  There  is 
approximately  30  per  cent,  excess  of  imports  over  ex- 
ports, but  in  the  previous  year  the  imports  exceeded 
the  exports  by  nearly  34  per  cent.  This  diminution  in 
the  unfavourable  balance  in  visible  trade  returns  is  a 
notable  gain.  Trade  conditions  during  the  year  have 
been  difficult,  but  the  strength  of  new  organisations  in 
Italy,  in  finance  and  commerce,  manufacturing  and  agri- 
culture, has  been  demonstrated.  During  1929  the 
chief  countries  in  order  of  supply  of  goods  imported  into 
Italy  were: — U.S.A.,  Germany,  France,  Great  Britain, 
Argentine,  British  India,  Canada,  while  Italian  custo- 
mers in  order  have  been: — Germany,  U.S.A.,  Great 
Britain,  France.  Total  imports  in  Section  VII  of  .the 
statistics  (chemical  and  medicinal  products,  gums, 
resins,  dyes,  manures)  were  valued  at  1,703,454,354  lire, 
against  1,622,808,329  lire,  and  total  exports  647,537,446 
lire,  against  616,860,936  lire  in  1928.  Exports  of  essen- 
tial oils,  soaps  and  perfumery  in  1929  were 
valued  at  163,373,383  lire,  inorganic  chemical 
products,  67,910,036  lire;  organic  chemical  pro- 
ducts, 180,597,977  lire,  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical 
products.  74,228,952  lire.  Imports  of  those  pro- 
ducts in  1929  were  respectively  as  follows: — 
52,201,376  ,  lire;  139,966,194  lire;  101,846,280  lire; 
61,391,163  lire.  Exports  of  animal  and  vegetable  oils, 
fats  and  waxes  were  190,420,899  lire,  and  imports 
298,870,299  lire.  The  quantity  of  merchandise  included 
in  Section  VII  was  as  follows: — Imports,  1,823,415  tons; 
exports,  244,631  tons.  As  regards  trade  with  Great 
Britain  imports  were  valued  at  2,039,581,068  lire,  while 
exports  were  1,459,550,448  lire.  The  principal  exports, 
in  kilos  were: — Olive  oil  (washed  or  sulphonated), 
276,100;  olive  oil  (edible),  121,500;  mercury,  95,700; 
pumice,  8,697,800;  sulphur,  37,815,400;  talc,  3,366  tons; 
cork,  3,396,400;  citrus  oils,  244,138;  other  essential  oils, 
2,087;  terpeneless  oils,  2,276;  soap,  493,900;  boric  acid, 
103,500;  inorganic  chemical  products^  2,051,900;  citric 
acid,  594,400;  tartaric  acid,  621,300;  calcium  citrate, 
1,170,300;  cream  of  tartar,  1,146,206;  medicinal  plants, 
117,000;  citrus  fruit  juice,  2,583,000;  liquorice  juice, 
133,500;  orris  root,  93,200.

The  fact  that  very  probably  for  the  next  ten  o>r  twelve 
days  the  markets  are  likely  to  be  fairly  steady,  and  fluc- 
tuations in  rates  of  exchange  are  almost  certain  to  remain 
■within  a  reasonable  margin  of  the  current  figures  is  of 
little  or  no  assistance  to  commerce.  After  the  good  busi- 
ness of  the  last  three  weeks  the  demand  has  slackened  off, 
but  there  is  still  a  fairly  satisfactory  turnover.  It  is 
evident  that  consumers  generally  have  covered  their 
requirements  lor  some  little  time  ahead,  preferring  to  pay 
the  present  premium  than  to  take  the  risk  of  waiting-  to 
see  what  is  the  position  at  the  end  of  this  month.  During 
the  past  week  a  large  number  of  adjustments  and  revisions 
of  spot  values  have  been  made,  and  the  position  generally 
for  the  time  being  is  a  little  more  definite.  In  many 
instances  in  the  pharmaceutical  section  prices  have  been 
fixed,  but  circumstances  may  necessitate  radical  altera- 
tion at  no  distant  date.  Home  makers  appear  to  have 
restricted  their  advances'  to  the  limits  necessary  to  cover 
extra  cost  of  production.  Importers'  stocks  brought  in  at 
the  old  prices  have  been  more  or  less  cleared.  In  some 
instances  foreign  suppliers  are  indicating  their  willingness 
to  continue  to  compete  in  this  market,  despite  the  handicap 
of  the  sterling  rate  of  exchange.  In  crude  drugs  there  has 
been  a  partial  return  to  normal  conditions  with  prices 
settling  clown  at  the  higher  levels:  Business  has  tended 
to  slacken  off,  but  the  markets  are  by  no  means  neglected. 
Menthol  is  easier:  senna  is  a  firm  market;  senega  is 
irregular  on  spot  and  cheap  in  comparison  with  the  ship- 
ment quotation.  Balsams  are  firm  and  scarce.  Saffron  is 
again  dearer.  Male  fern  extract  is  quoted  dearer  on  spot 
on  an  advance  for  shipment.  In  essential  oils  there  are 
a  few  alterations  to  record.  Bergamot  sellers  have  with- 
drawn in  some  instances.  Sicilian  lemon  is  a  fraction 
easier.  Japanese  dementholised  peppermint  is  easier  for 
all  positions,  and  the  market  is  dull.  Business  in  these 
oils  has  been  generally,  quieter,  but  there  is  still  a  satis- 
factory demand.  In  industrial  chemicals  an  advance 
of  £2  per  ton  for  acetic  aoid  is  notified,  and  formaldehyde 
is  again  firmer.  Fixed  oils  have  been  in  very  fail- 
demand  with  the  markets  difficult  to  manipulate.  Prices 
are  mostly  well  maintained,  with  some  few  advances 
recorded.  Coal  tar  products  are  showing  a  fair  activity, 
particularly  for  pitch  for  export.  Prices  in  many  instances 
continue  to  be  quoted  without  engagement.  •

Sir, — As  British  pharmacist  in  charge  of  the  foreign 
department  of  the  largest  and  most  important  chemist 
in  France,  I  would  be  grateful  to  you  for  a  space  in 
your  columns.    Many  representatives,  sometimes  fifty  a 
day,  pass  through  our  doors,  and  I  regret  to  say  it  is 
seldom  that  I  see  a  British  one  having  new  lines  to 
offer,  although  we  have  many  British  products.  Why? 
Has  not  England  anything  new  to  place  before  us?  Or 
is  she  too  conservative  to  understand  that  she  has  her 
eyes  closed  to  foreign  markets  ?     In  Paris  alone  there 
are  more  foreigners  that  pass  her  shop  windows  in  one 
day  than  in  London  in  two  weeks.    Why  not  appeal  to 
this   passing    multitude,    and    arrange    to    have  your 
goods  displayed  in  this  city?    France,  and  particularly 
Paris,    has    customers    who    demand    first-class  goods. 
British  goods,  whether  they  be  pharmaceutical  speciali- 
ties, patent  medicines,  surgical  instruments"  or  sundries, 
can  compete  in  the  world  markets;  it  is  for  manufac- 
turers to  make  a  fair  price.      These  preparations  are 
always  appreciated,  and  it  is  quite  common  to  hear  the 
remark,  "  Si  c'est  anglais  ce  doit  etre  bon."    From  a 
commercial  point  of  view  France  should  be  considered 
as  a  greater  part  of  England  rather  than  a  foreign  coun- 
try; its  hotels,  its  watering  places     de  luxe,"  its  boule- 
vards are  always  thronged  with  English-speaking  people, 
apart   from    the    vast    number    of    English  residents. 
Advertisers  in  the  more  important  English  daily  journals 
and  evening  editions  forget  that  these  newspapers  are 
on  sale  in  Paris  at  the  same  time  (or  two  hours  later) 
as  in  London,  and  are  to  be  found  in  all  English  banks, 
hotels,  clubs,  etc.    May  I  therefore  suggest  that  at  this 
present  critical  moment,  when  England  has  need  of  in- 
creasing her  export  trade  to  a  considerable  extent,  ad- 
vertisers in  these  papers  should  state  at  the  foot  of 
their    announcements    that    their    products    may  be 
obtained   in  France   (or  elsewhere  on  the  Continent), 
together  with  the  names,  addresses  and  telephone  num- 
bers of  their  agents  in  Europe?    I  sincerely  hope  that 
those  firms  interested  will  not  fail  to  send  their  repre- 
sentatives into  this  country,  remembering  that  in  all  the 
most  important  business  houses  expert  English  inter- 
preters are  always  available  and  at  their  disposition. 
Manufacturers   desiring  information   should    write  me, 
when  I  shall  be  only  too  pleased  to  be  of  any  assistance 
and,  when  possible,  to  meet  them  in  Paris.

We  have  now  an  opportunity  when  the 
public  are  alive  to  the  necessity  of  finding  work  for  our 
own  people,  and  I  urge  my  brother  pharmacists  to  sav 
quietly  to  the  customer,  "  Do  you  want  an  American, 
or  other  foreign-made  article?  We  have  a  British 
equivalent  which  will  answer  your  requirements."  He 
will  gain  the  esteem  of  his  customer  in  practically  every 
case,  and  will  be  doing  his  country  an  inestimable 
service.

Gifts  with  Proprietary  Articles 

Sir, — At  the  last  meeting  of  our  local  branch  of  the 
R.P.U.  this  matter  was  under  discussion,  and  it  was 
unanimously  decided  that  it  was  very  derogatory  to  the 
interests  of  chemists  generally  to  lend  their  aid  to 
practices  of  this  description,  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
both  undignified  and  unprofessional  for  a  body  of  highly 
trained  men  to  do  business  in  this  manner.  It  tends  to 
give  the  impression  to  the  public  that  the  article  is  not 
value  for  the  price  demanded,  hence  some  further  in- 
ducement is  offered  in  order  to  create  sales.  The  prac- 
tice is  growing  to  such  an  extent  that  the  public  are 
expecting  a  bonus  on  all  articles  sold.  We  feel  that 
the  time  has  now  arrived  when  such  methods  should 
cease,  and  appeal  to  all  the  manufacturers  concerned  to 
discontinue  these  gift  schemes. — Yours  faithfully,

Pharmacy  Week 

Sir, — The  remark  of  one  of  your  correspondents  in 
the  C.  &  D.  of  October  "10  about  Pharmacy  Week 
directly  benefiting  drug  stores  is  to  the  point,  and  the 
result  surely  should  have  been  foreseen.  As  I  look  back 
in  my  mind  at  the  letters  that  have  appeared  in  the 
C.  6-  D.  at  intervals  over  many  years,  referring  to  the 
use  of  the  word  "  pharmacy,"  I  cannot  help  thinking 
that  the  modern  chemist  is  no  better  than  his  predeces- 
sors. He  looks  no  further  ahead  than  the  noint  of  his 
nose.  Pharmacy!  Grand  word.  It  appealed  to  me  in 
my  earlier  days.  In  later  years  "  pharmacist  "  was 
prominent  and  greatly  favoured.  Excellent  word,  but 
not  affording  the  least  protection  to  the  qualified  man. 
Drop  "  pharmacy  "  and  "  pharmacist  "  altogether,  and 
go  the  whole  hog  for  "  chemist,"  preferably  with  an 
adjective;  "  dispensing  chemist  " — nobody  can  touch 
that.  Yet  very  few  chemists  nowadays  announce  any- 
thing about  dispensing.  The  doctors  do  not  mind.  The 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  a  dispensing  chemist  wil! 
only  be  the  employee  of  a  doctor.  The  "  pharmacy 
will  be  a  depot  for  the  sale  of  a  lot  of  cheap  perfumes,, 
toilet  preparations  and  sundries  that  will  be  sold  at  a 
price  to  compete  with  the  American  chain  stores,  hair- 
dressers and  general  shops.    Alreadv  I  have  evidence 
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that  the  hairdressers  are  getting  the  cream  of  the  sales 
of  toilet  preparations — really  good  stuff  that  they  sell  at 
a  high  price.  ...  In  closing  I  would  like  to  add  that  the 
result  of  my  observations  of  unqualified  men  has  been 
that  they  are  usually  keen  business  men.  Why? 
Because  in  their  days  of  training  they  were  well  trained 
j'l  business  and  money-making  methods,  instead  of  cram- 
ming their  brains  with  a  lot  of  scientific  matter,  and 
big  words  about  paraffins,  oleins,  alcohols,  ions,  and 
such  like,  which  in  999  cases  out  of  1,000  are  of  no 
earthly  use  to  them.  This  fact  has  often  been  told  me 
by  unqualified  men.  1  am  sorry  to  trouble  you  to  this 
length,  but  1  do  feel  that  the  chemist  needs  to  use  his 
brains  more,  and  to  give  an  eye  to  the  future.

Combat  the  Cutter 

Sir, — From  the  report  of  pharmaceutical  affairs  in 
South  Africa  (C.  &  D.,  September  5,  p.  29G)  it  would 
appear  that  they  have  the  same  problems  to  deal  with 
there  as  we  have  here  in  the  old  country.  They  are 
in  competition  with  store  concerns  which  sell  all  kinds 
of  chemists'  goods  at  cut  prices.  One  speaker  referred  to 
lliis  method  of  trading  as  a  deception  of  the  public,  and 
if  wc  get  down  to  bare  facts  that  is  what  modern  business 
methods  have  developed  into.  The  question  now  is, 
how  can  we  get  back  to  what  we  consider  legitimate 
trading  methods?  Prom  this  arises  the  further  ques- 
tion,  whether  the  public  are  so  imbued  with  the  current 
idea  of  "  something  for  nothing  "  that  they  would 
probably  not  be  satisfied  with  a  square  deal.  It  seems 
incredible,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  the  same 
customer  who  goes  to  the  cutter  to  save  twopence 
on  an  advertised  line  will,  at  the  same  time  and  in 


the  same  shop,  pay  a  far  higher  price  than  the  real 
value  for  some  other  article  of  which  he  does  not  know 
the  true  worth.  This  is  the  attitude  which  chemists 
have  to  fight. — Yours,  etc.,

Wholesalers  as  Members  of  Local  Associations 

Sir, — Various  correspondents  have  raised  the  question 
as  to  how  far  interests  outside  registered  pharmacy 
should  play  a  part  in  the  general  working  of  pharma- 
ceutical associations.  The  oldest  individualist  usually 
calls  for  a  restriction  which  would  limit  admission  to 
those  whose  names  appear  on  the  Register;  and  if  phar-. 
macy  by  good  fortune  was  absolutely  and  entirely 
restricted  to  registered  persons,  there  might  be  a  justi- 
fication for  this  policy.  But  this  condition  does  not 
obtain,  and,  so  far  as  the  human  mind  can  estimate, 
is  not  likely  to.  The  incidence  of  legal  and  administra- 
tive regulation  presses  as  much  upon  the  manufacturer 
and  distributor  of  pharmaceutical  products  as  upon 
the  retailer;  and  these  interests  should  have  their  place 
in  all  the  bodies  which  have  an  association  with  phar- 
macy. A  casual  glance  through  the  index  of  literary 
contents  in  the  current  year's  Chemist  and  Druggist 
Diary  furnishes  particulars  of  the  legal  enactments 
which  have  their  influence — Poison  Acts,  Dangerous 
Drugs  Acts  and  Regulations,  Medicinal  Stamp  Acts, 
and  many  others;  who  shall  say  where  the  application 
of  these  statutes  clashes?  The  wholesalers  and  others 
who  have  a  general  interest  in  them  should  share  the 
retailers'  confidence,  and  by  pooling  their  views 
strengthen  the  power  to  act  when  the  need  arises.  To 
draw  a  circle  and  say  that  outside  actual  registration 
no  interest  shall  share  our  deliberations  is  futile. 
Further,  the  retailer  has  the  protection,  as  to  quality 
and  genuineness,  of  his  wholesaler.  The  burden  of 
responsibility  undertaken  by  manufacturing  pharmacists 
should  ensure  willing  recognition  by  retailers.  Phar- 
macy can  make  use  of  all  the  forces  which  may  unite 
for  its  protection  and  advancement. — Yours,  etc.,

Hysteria  in  Dogs 

Sir, — One  of  my  own  dogs,  a  Labrador  retriever, 
has  had  several  severe  attacks  of  hysteria  [C.  &  D., 
October  10,  page  449)  during  the  past  six  months,  for 
the  first  time  during  his  eight  years'  sojourn  upon  our 
planet.  From  my  observation  it  seems  evident  that 
the  source  of  the  trouble  is  not  stomachic  but  nervous. 
Every  care  is  taken  over  the  feeding  of  the  animal. 
Good  food  is  provided  in  moderate  quantities.  The 
cheap  biscuits  referred  to  in  your  article  are  certainly 
given,  but  only  sparingly,  and  there  is;  no  apparent 
association  connecting  the  biscuits  with  the  attacks. 
What  I  invariably  find,  however,  is  that  the  attacks 
take  place  when  the  dog  is  released  for  exercise  One 
infers,  therefore,  a  nervous  origin  of  the  disorder,  and 
concludes  that  the  term  hysteria  is  approximately 
justified.  As  to  treatment,  I  have  found  bromides  use- 
ful, but  the  best  of  all  remedies  seems  to  be  a  cold 
bath.  When,  for  any  reason,  swimming  has  been  cur- 
tailed the  attacks  have  been  more  frequent.  Similarly. 
1  have  found  that  frequent  immersion  in  a  river  (moti- 
vated by  the  retrieving  of  sticks  and  what  not)  has 
proved  the  most  useful  deterrent  of  all. — Yours  truly,

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E.  ft.  F.  B.  (12/10). — Tincture  of  chloroform  and 
morphine,  B.P.  1885,  comes  within  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  Schedule,  since  it  contains  over  0.1  per  cent, 
of  hydrocyanic  acid.  On  the  other  hand,  since  it  con- 
tains less  than  0.2  per  cent,  of  morphine  it  is  outside 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts.  Consequently,  it  may  be 
sold  by  registered  chemists  under  the  conditions  regu- 
lating the  sale  of  poisons  included  in  Part  I  of  the 
Schedule. 

W.  H.  P.  (7/10).  —  "  Known,  admitted  and  ap- 
proved "  remedies  may  be  sold  unstamped  only  by 
chemists  and  exempted  persons,  provided  they  comply 
with  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Board  of  Customs 
and  Excise  (C .  <&■  D.,  March  8,  1930,  p.  300).  When 
sold  by  persons  to  whom  this  exemption  does  not  extend 
such  articles  must  be  duly  stamped.  This  would  apply 
to  the  three  preparations  enclosed  with  your  letter, 
which  would  have  to  bear  a  medicine  stamp  when  sold 
by  a  dealer  not  entitled  to  the  benefit  under  the 
exemption .

Panel  Chemists  and  National  Economy 

The  already  insignificant  payments  made  to  chemists 
are  to  be  subjected  to  a  substantial  cut,  to  which  the 
R.P.U.  has  readily  agreed.  This  is  called  patriotism, 
and  so  it  is;  but  before  I  would  have  agreed  to  any  cut 
in  the  payments  to  chemists  for  their  valuable  services, 
I  would  have  insisted  and  made  it  a  condition  for  my 
consent,  that  every  body,  firm  or  private  person  who 
had  contracted  to  supply  goods,  etc.,  to  the  Government 
would  have  also  been  subjected  to  a  10-per-cent.  cut 
in  their  accounts.  This  would  have  been  equality  of 
sacrifice  so  much  talked  about;  further,  it  would  have 
brought  in  a  substantial  amount  instead  of  a  few  paltry 
thousands  from  out  of  the  pockets  of  those  who  can  ill 
afford  it.—/.

It  is  pleasant  to  know  that  the  wise  words  of 
Barnard  S.  Proctor  (with  whom  I  served  my  apprentice- 
ship, 1871-76)  are  not  forgotten.  As  evidence  that  the 
members  of  our  trade  do  not  recognise  the  necessity  for 
the  proper  pricing  of  prescriptions,  I  enclose  three  pre- 
scriptions which  have  been  dispensed  by  me.  In  each 
case  my  price  was  based  on  the  C.  &■  D.  Retail  and 
Dispensing  Price  List,  and  in  each  case  my  price  was 
declared  to  be  excessive.    The  first  one  was :  —

This  had  been  charged  4s.  6d.  (not  by  me).  The 
retail  price  of  the  proprietary  is  5s. — /.  H.  Mather,

Show  more  Drugs! 

The  epidemic,  or  rather  plague,  of  free  gifts,  "  two- 
for-one  "  sales  and  other  decoy  methods  now  being 
employed  to  augment  cash  returns  in  retail  pharmacies 
could  possibly  have  been  avoided  if  chemists  devoted 
more  attention  to  displays  of  medicaments,  including 
their  own  toilet  preparations.  Experience  has  taught 
me  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  public  repose 
implicit  faith  in  the  efficacy  of  herbs.  Why  do  we 
not  more  often  display  them,  accompanied  by  our  own 
proprietary  combinations  appropriately  ticketed  and 
carded,  stating  source,  use,  botanical  names  and  so 
forth?  In  conjunction  with  such  a  display  a  dispensing 
show  might  be  advantageously  included.  Photographic 
exhibits  usually  occupy  far  more  space  than  is  really 
necessary.  Miscellaneous  goods  and  too  many  gaudy 
showcards  suggest  a  fancy  store. — H.  Corbett  Meyrick, 
Liverpool . 


When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used 
for,  and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and 
report  upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  sup- 
posed formulas  for  them. 

E.  P.  J.  (25 /8).— Fire  extinguishing  powder. — The 
main  components  of  your  sample  are  aluminium  sul- 
phate (crystals),  5  parts,  and  sodium  bicarbonate,  4 
parts,  together  with  a  little  of  a  foaming  agent  which 
appears  to  be  powdered  quillaia  bark.  This  accounts 
for  the  small  yellowish  specks  in  the  powder. 

W.  L.  D.  (30/31). — Egg  preservative. — The  dried 
waterglass  to  which  your  customer  refers  is  a  powder 
prepared   on   the  following  lines :  — 

Pot.  chloride         ...       ...       ...  333 

Sod.  nitrate  ...   333 

Boric  acid     ...    334 

Dissolve  25  gm.  in  1,000  c.c.  of  water  by  boiling. 

E.  H.  (5/10). — Identification  of  plant. — The  little 
composite  is  Hieracium  aurantiacum,  Linn.,  known  as 
"  Orange  Hawkweed  "  and  "  Grim  the  Collier."  The 
plant  is  an  escape  from  gardens  and  is  naturalised  in 
various  places  in  England  and  Scotland.  It  is  known 
by  its  bearing  a  close  corymb  of  dark  orange  flowers 
and  having  on  its  stem  and  stalk  black  bristly  hairs. 
It  is  usually  found  on  railway  banks. 

/.  5.  e>  S.  (10/6). — Fish-frying  batter  powder. — 
This  is  a  baking  powder  composed  of  sodium  acid  phos- 
phate, sodium  bicarbonate  and  starch. 

/.  A.  J.  (30/8). — Ointment  for  eczema. — This  is  a 
soft  paraffin  ointment  containing  a  small  quantity  of  an 
amorphous  powder  which  gives  110  ash.  It  has  the 
appearance  of  being  precipitated  sulphur,  but  tests 
failed  to  confirm  this. 

/.  F.  D.  (28/8). — Tooth  powder. — This  is  a  dull 
yellow  powder  composed  largely  of  common  salt  with 
sodium  carbonate  and  an  ingredient  which  gives  it  its 
colour.  This  last  is  mainly  starch  of  an  origin  not 
recognised;  it  is  associated  with  a  little  vegetable  matter, 
presumably  of  the  drug  containing  the  starch. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Adapted  Places  of  Worship 

Within  the  past  few  years  we  can  recollect  at  least 
three  [churches]  in  London  alone  which  have  been 
bought  up,  and  are  now  used,  for  purposes  connected 
with  pharmacy.  One  was  the  famous  chapel  near  Hatton 
Garden,  where  in  the  early  part  of  this  century,  rich 
and  poor,  peers  and  peasants,  believers  and  unbelievers, 
crowded  to  listen  to  the  50-minute  prayers  and  the 
80-minute  sermons  of  Edward  Irving.  .  .  .  The  old 
chapel  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  Swedenborgian  con- 
gregation. From  them,  when  the  neighbourhood  had 
become  too  unfashionable  to  supply  a  paying  audience, 
it  was  purchased  by  Messrs.  Hopkin  &  Williams,  who 
have  converted  (or,  should  we  say,  perverted)  it  to  a 
warehouse  for  chemicals.  .  .  .  Another  well-known 
chapel  was  that  in  New  Park  Street,  Southwark,  where 
Mr.  Spurgeon  first  preached  in  London,  and  where  he 
established  his  fame.  When  this  was  abandoned  for  the 
more  imposing  Tabernacle  it  was  bought  by  Messrs. 
Davy,  Yates  &  Routledge,  and  is  used  by  them  as  a 
wholesale  drug  warehouse.  A  still  more  recent  adapta- 
tion .  .  .  has  been  evidenced  by  the  removal  of  the 
Westminster  College  of  Pharmacy  to  a  chapel  close  by 
Trinity  Square.

Walnut,  the  name  of  several  species  of  trees  of  the 
N.O.  Juglandacese,  of  which  about  eight  or  nine  are 
in  cultivation.  L.  A.  Dode  subdivides  the  walnuts  into 
three  groups  : — (1)  Dioscaryon,  including  J  nylons  regia, 
cultivated  in  Europe,  Persia,  the  Himalayas  and  Khassia 
Mountains,  and  allied  species,  all  of  the  old  world. 
(2)  Cardiocaryon,  the  walnuts  of  the  Far  East,  includ- 
ing J.  maudschuriana,  of  Western  China,  and  J.  sie- 
boldiana  of  Japan.  (3)  Rhysocaryon  :  these  are  trees  of 
the  New  World,  represented  by  nigra,  the  black 
walnut,  and  J.  cinerca,  the  butternut.  The  walnuts  are 
forest  trees  80-100  ft.  in  height  and  10-12  ft.  in  girth. 
The  black  walnut  of  North  America  often  attains  the 
height  of  150  ft.  with  a  girth  of  20  ft.  The  leaves  and 
fruit  in  the  husk  have  a  pleasant  aromatic  scent.  The 
flowers  are  unisexual,  borne  on  the  same  tree ;  the 
st.uiiiii.it c  flowers  are  in  cylindrical,  pendulous  catkins 
2-5  in.  long.  The  pollen  is  wind-carried  for  fertilisation 
purposes.  The  fruit  is  a  hard-shelled  nut,  oval  or  globu- 
lar, enclosed  by  a  smooth,  green  ]iericarp,  which  splits 
naturally.  The  tree  has  a  life  of  200-300  years,  and 
is  often  planted  near  houses  for  shade  and  for  the 
limber  and  nuts,  which  have  been  of  value  from  very 
early  times.  The  walnut  is  said  by  Pliny  to  have  been 
introduced  into  Italy  from  Persia,  and  the  Unmans  first 
•  ailed  the  fruit  "  nux  Porsica."  It  is  the  "  Jo  vis  glans- 
juglans  "  of  other  Roman  writers.  The  walnut  has 
been  grown  in  England  since  1562,  and  probably  much 
earlier.  Evelyn,  in  "  Sylvia  "  (1664),  refers  to  the 
custom  that  in  certain  countries  no  young  farmer  was 
permitted  to  marry  till  he  brought  proof  of  having 
planted  a  stated  number  of  walnut  trees.  The  wood  is 
moderately  hard,  even-grained,  with  a  greyish-brown 
tint,  veined  with  .dark  brown  or  black  streaks,  and 
often  handsomely  mottled;  it  does  not  warp  nor  split) 
and  will  take  a  good  polish.  The  seasoned  wood  weighs 
44  lb.  to  the  cubic  foot.  In  France  and  Switzerland 
it  is  in  great  request  for  furniture,  as  it  was  formerly 
in  England  until  superseded  bj  mahogany.  Owing  to 
its  non-warping  property,  walnut  is  largely  used  for 
gunstbeka.  It  is  a  much-esteemed  timber  for  the  cabinet- 
maker and  joiner  for  the  best  grained  and  coloured 
wainscot,  and  for  the  coachmaker  for  the  wheels  and 
bodies  of  coaches.  The  timber  grown  in  Great  Britain 
is  harder  and  more  durable  than  that  from  foreign 
sources,  and  less  liable  to  be  attacked  by  insects  than 
other  kinds  of  wood,  probably  owing  to  its  extraordinary 
bitterness. 

\  i  ts  and  Oil. — Southern  Europe  furnishes  large  sup- 
plies of  nuts  for  overseas,  notably  Roumania,  Italy, 
Prance  and  Spain.  The  estimated  crop  in  1927  was  : 
France,  35,000  tons;  Italy,  10,000;  Roumania.  12,000. 
The  nut  is  grown  extensively  in  China,  and  the  pro- 
duce is  largely  exported  to  the  United  States.  The 
normal  crop  of  North  and  Western  China  available  for 
export  gives  a  tonnage  of  about  14,000.  Other  areas 
supplying  the  nuts  are  Persia  and  Northern  India, 
The  most  important  expansion  of  the  industry  in  recent 
years  is  in  California,  where  crops  of  1-4  cwt.  per 
tree  are  obtained.  Owing  to  the  demand  for  the  kernels 
of  the  walnut  for  food  purposes  and  confectionery,  the 
amount  of  the  fixed  oil  is  somewhat  limited.  '  The 
oil  expressed  in  the  cold  is  almost  colourless  and  clear, 
with  an  agreeable,  odour  and  taste,  and  is  used  for 
edible  purposes.  When  expressed  hot  the  oil  is  green, 
with  an  unpleasant  odour,  and  is  used  for  technical 
Purposes.  The  kernels  contain  60-65  per  cent,  of  oil, 
which  is  a  favourite  medium  for  white  paints,  gold 
6ize  and   varnishes,   commonly   termed    "nut   oil  "  by 


artists.  It  dries  more  slowly  than  linseed  oil,  and 
yields  a  more  elastic  film.  The  solid  fatty  acids  of 
walnut  oil  consist  of  mynistic  and  lauric  acids,  and 
the  liquid  acid  is  chiefly  linoHc.  The  technical 
characters  of  the  oil  are  :  S.G.  at  15°  G.  0.926:  saponifica- 
tion number,  192-197;  iodine  value,  140-150;  refractive 
index  at  40°.  1.4690:  solid  fat  acids  melt.  -14;  title, 
14°-16°.  The  kernels  of  the  Japan  nuts  yield  by  pres- 
sure 58  per  cent,  of  all  oil,  which  has  similar  proper- 
ties.  Pecan  oil,  obtainable  from  the  black  walnut-  ol 
North  America,  has  a  lower  iodine  value,  and  resembles 
olive  oil  in  being  non-drying.  The  pressed  marc  of  all 
these  seeds  is  good  for  feeding  pigs.  The  green  fruits 
of  the  walnut  collected  at  the  end  of  June  or  beginning 
of  July  are  preserved  in  vinegar,  and  constitute  a  well- 
known  pickle.  The  husks  or  green  rind  of  the  fruit 
are  used  for  dyeing  and  tanning.  Boiled  in  water  they 
give  a  yellow  colour  which  is  communicated  to  wood, 
hair  and  wool.  French  dyers  call  the  husks  "  brous 
des  noix,"  and  use  them  to  give  dun  colours.  The 
green  shells  contain  juglone,  or  hydroxy- [a] -naphtha- 
quinone.  Fresh  walnut  leaves  yield  a  small  amount  of 
brown,  pleasant-smelling  essential  oil.  which  becomes 
cloudy  on  cooling  through  separation  of  a  paraffin.  The 
husks  and  leaves  of  walnut  macerated  in  water  and  the 
liquor  poured  on  grass  walks  or  bowling  greens  will 
kill  worms  without  endangering  the  grass.  They  con- 
tain a  bitterness  which  repels  worms  and  insects.  In 
old  lierbals  the  fruit  was  considered  medicinal.  The 
unripe  fruit  was  recommended  by  the  London  College 
as  anthelmintic,  and  the  vinegar  of  pickled  walnut  was 
prescribed  as  a  gargle. 

Walnut  Panelling. — Then'  lias  been  a  marked  increase 
in  the  use  of  walnut  panelling  for  the  mural  decoration 
and  equipment  of  shops  during  the  last  few  years.  For 
window  enclosures,  wall-fixtures  and  fittings,  and  mural 
panels  and  screens,  this  wood  is  also  being  extensively 
used  ;  while  in  some  shops  it  is  also  used  for  floors  and 
window  bases.  For  the  latter  purpose  several  different 
patterns  are  popular,  such  as  herring-bone,  Fontainebleau. 
ship-decking,  Monticello  and  Flemish  bond.  It  is  avail- 
able in  \}  in.  and  in.  thicknesses.  The  latter  is  less 
expensive,  but  it  is  harder  to  finish,  as  it  must  be  face- 
nailed  ;  the  former  is  fixed  by  a  system  of  "  blind  nail- 
ing," and  tongue  and  groove  joints.  It  is  possible  that 
walnut  panelling  will  be  used  more  extensively  in  phar- 
macies in  future  because  it  gives  the  shop  a  warm,  invit- 
ing appearance,  lacking  in  some  other  woods  at  present 
in  general  use  for  pharmacy  interiors,  and  lends  itself  to 
numerous  adaptations.  In  veneer  form  it  is  produced  in 
many  different  markings,  such  as  perpendicular  lines, 
plain  or  rotary  cut,  pores,  crotch,  centre  matched,  burl 
figure,  cross  figure,  stump  wood,  stripe  wood,  two-piece 
or  four-piece  panels,  and  so  on.  The  present  tendency  in 
pharmacy  interior  design  is  towards  the  elimination  of 
ornamentation.  The  effect  of  this  is  not  only  to  display 
to  better  advantage  the  merchandise  stocked,  but  also 
to  emphasise  the  beauty  of  panelling.  This  richly- 
marked  wood  lends  itself  particularly  well  for  use  in 
shops  designed  on  the  simple  lines  which  characterise 
the  present  trend  in  shop-fitting.  The  rich  hues  and 
infinite  variety  of  markings  in  the  form  of  whorls  and 
waves  and  ripples  and  convolutions  which  are  a  feature 
of  this  wood  can  be  made  to  harmonise  with  almost  any 
decorative  style  or  colour  treatment.  It  can  be  applied 
with  equal  advantage  in  the  interior  of  a  shop  in  old- 
world  surroundings,  or  to  the  pharmacy  designed  in  keep- 
ing with  present-day  tastes  and  requirements.  The 
figured  effect  in  walnut  panels  is  produced  by  three 
different  factors  :  the  growth  rings,  the  pores  in  the  wood, 
and  the  wavy  irregularities  in  the  grain.  The  plain 
stripe  and  rotary  figurings  are  least  expensive,  and  can 
lie  made  very  attractive  in  panels.  With  stump  and  other 
highly-figured  pieces  the  panels  are  usually  centre  matched 
in  either  two  or  four  pieces.  In  this  form  it  is  very 
popular  for  window  enclosures.  (-See  Veneer  in  Shop 
Decoration.) 

Water. — So  lengthy  a  treatise  would  be  necessary  to 
deal  with  this  subject  exhaustively  that  treatment  of 
this  important  substance  must  be,  for  the  present  pur- 
pose,   of    a   very    selective   nature.       Water,    11,0,  is  a 
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substance  which  exists  in  three  well-marked  forms.  At 
normal  pressure  it  exists  as  a  gas  at  temperatures  of 
100°  C,  or  over;  between  0°  and  100°  as  a  liquid;  and 
below  0°  as  a  solid.  In  converting  ice  into  water  and 
water  into  steam  very  large  quantities  of  heat  are 
required,  and  are  rendered  latent,  being  given  out  again 
on  reversing  the  operations.  Water  has  the  remarkable 
property  of  contracting  on  cooling  down  to  4°  C,  at 
which  temperature  it  lias  its  maximum  density,  and 
then  expanding  on  cooling  from  4°  to  0°.  On  solidify- 
ing under  normal  pressure  it  becomes  ice,  with  a  density 
of  0.920,  so  that  icebergs  float  on  water.  In  pharmacy 
distilled  water  is  used,  as  ordinary  water  contains  more 
or  less  of  saline  impurities,  which  render  "  tap  water  " 
undesirable,  often  only  from  the  point  of  view  of 
elegance,  but  sometimes,  especially  in  testing,  from  the 
point  of  view  of  total  unsuitability.  Rain  water  is, 
of  course,  if  properly  collected,  practically  distilled 
water,  except  that  it  dissolves  gaseous  constituents  of 
the  atmosphere,  which  are  not  present  to  the  like  extent 
in  tap  water.  Water  as  found  in  nature  may  be  divided 
into  various  classes.  Sea  water,  fed  by  rivers,  contains 
the  accumulated  dissolved  matter  of  soil  and  rocks 
derived  through  the  myriads  of  years  during  which  the 
rain  water,  falling  on  the  soil,  has  dissolved  saline 
matter,  soaked  its  way  through  the  land  to  the  rivers, 
and  thence  to  the  seas,  returning  to  the  land  as  "  dis- 
tilled "  water,  i.e.,  rain,"  to  repeat  the  process.  The 
principal  uses  of  water  are,  of  course,  for  drinking  pur- 
poses and  for  manufacturing  purposes.  For  drinking 
purposes  water  must  be  (1)  palatable,  (2)  of  a  high 
degree  of  purity.  A  water  containing  much  saline  • 
matter  is  disagreeable  to  the  palate,  and  if  it  is  present 
beyond  a,  certain  limit  it  is  undrinkable,  as  in  the' 
case  of  sea  water.  It  is  unnecessary  to  deal  here  with 
the  choice  of  sources  of  water  supplies.  It  is  convenient 
to  express  analytical  results  in  water  analysis  in  terms 
of  grains  per  gallon;  and  as  milligrams  per  70  c.c.  give 
the  same  figure  as  grains  per  gallon,  70  c.c,  or  a  mul- 
tiple thereof,  is  the  usual  quantity  employed  in  water 
analysis.    The  following  determinations  are  usually  made: 

(1)  Total  solids. — 70  c.c.  of  the  water  (or,  if  the 
solids  are  below  8-10  grains  per  gallon.  140  c.c.  or  even 
210  c.c.)  is  evaporated  to  dryness  on  the  water  bath 
in  a  platinum  dish  and  the  residue  weighed.  The 
residue  should  then  be  ignited.  If  much  charring  occurs, 
or  if  a  very  disagreeable  odour,  suggesting  burning 
organic  matter,  is  noticed,  the  water  becomes  suspect. 

(2)  Chlorides. — The  chlorides,  expressed  as  sodium 
chloride,  are  determined  by  titration  with  standard 
solution  of  silver  nitrate.  Qua  chlorides  they  give  little 
information.  For  if  the  water  under  examination  is 
a  well  water  close  to  the  coast  a  high  chlorine  value 
is  accounted  for  at  once.  But  if  an  inland  well  is 
found  to  contain  more  chlorine  than  is  normal  for  the 
neighbourhood,  contamination  with  ,  sewage,  lor  farmyard 
refuse,  is  indicated. 

(3)  Hardness. — The  hardness  of  water  is  of  great 
importance  for  manufacturing  and  commercial  .purposes, 
especially  in  regard  to  boiler  incrustation  and  the  waste 
of  soap  required  to  form  lime,  soaps.  From  the  dietetic 
point  of  view,  the  chief  importance  is  that  children 
require  a  certain  amount  of  lime,  or  may  have  a  tendency 
to  rickets,  and  that  very  soft  waters  have  a  marked 
action  on  new  lead  pipes.  The  hardness  is  said  to  be 
"  temporary  "  if  it  is  removed  by  boiling  (due  to  dis- 
solved chalk),  or  permanent,  if  it  is  not  so  removed 
(due  to  calcium  sulphate).  It  is  expressed  on  an 
arbitrary  scale,  known  as  Clarke's  scale  ;  a  standard 
solution  of  soap  is  made,  of  which  1  c.c.  is  just  sufficient 
to  form  a  lime  soap  with  1  grain  of  chalk.  The 
number  of  c.c.  of  this  solution  necessary  to  be  added 
to  70  c.c.  of  water  before  a  more  or  less  permanent 
lather  is  produced  under  specified  conditions  is  -known' 
as  the  number  of  degrees,  on  Clarke's  scale,  of  hard- 
ness.. The  total  hardness  .  is  determined  on  70  c.c. 
of  the  water,  and  the  permanent  hardness  on  70  c.c. 


well  boiled,  filtered  from  precipitated  CaCo3,  and  cooled 
and  made  up  to  70  c.c.  again. 

(4)  Organic  impurities. — The  determination  of  the 
organic  matter  in  water,  in  actual  amount,  is  of  little 
value.  A  process  was  elaborated  by  Frankland  and 
Armstrong,  by  which  the  actual  amount  of  organic  car- 
bon and  nitrogen  was  determined.  To-day,  however, 
this  process  is  never  used  ;  two  processes  giving  a  measure 
of  the  organic  matter  are  now  universally  employed. 
One,  devised  by  Wanklyn,  determines  the  free  ammonia, 
or  saline  ammonia,  as  well  as  measures  the  organic 
nitrogen— ^even  possibly,  determines  it.  For  ordinary 
cases  700  c.c.  of  the  water  is  rendered  alkaline  with  a 
little  sodium  carbonate  and  distilled,  the  distillates  being 
collected  in  fractions  of  50  c.c,  to  which  is  added 
1  c.c  of  Nessler's  reagent  (an  alkaline  solution  of  mer- 
curic iodide),  which  gives  a  yellow  colour  with  traces 
of  ammonia.  The  colour  produced  is  matched  by  solu- 
tions of  pure  water  with  the  requisite  amount  of  a  stan- 
dard solution  of  ammonium  chloride,  and  the  amount 
of  free  or  saline  ammonia  thus  calculated.  To  the  water 
remaining  in  the  retort  an  alkaline  solution  of  potas- 
sium permanganate  is  added,  and  the  distillation  is  con- 
tinued. The  fractions  now  contain  the  ammonia  result- 
ing from  oxidation  of  the  organic  matter,  which  is 
determined  in  the  same  manner,  and  is  recorded  as  the 
"  albuminoid  "  ammonia.  The  other  process  for  measur- 
ing the  amount  of  oxidisable  organic  matter  depends 
on  adding  a  known  volume  of  a  standard  solution  of 
potassium  permanganate  and  free  sulphuric  acid  to  a 
given  volume  of  the  water,  a  blank  experiment  with 
distilled  water  being  put  on  at  the.  same  time.  The 
tests,  are  kept  under  given  conditions  for  a  given  time, 
and  the  loss  in  permanganate,  which  is  a  measure  of 
the  oxygen  required  to  oxidise  the  organic  matter  present 
in  the  water,  is  determined  by  the  addition  of  potassium 
iodide  and  titration  of  the  free  iodine,  the  difference 
between  that  in  the  standard  and  in  the  sample  being 
calculated  to  "  oxygen,  absorbed." 

(5)  The  presence  of  Nitrates  in  a  drinking  water  is 
of  some  importance,  as  indicating  the  eventual  oxidisa- 
tion of  the  organic  nitrogen :  and,  although  nitrates 
are  in  themselves  harmless,  the  presence  of  a  large 
amount  may  indicate  the  existence  of  a  source  of 
organic  pollution.  If  nitrites  are  present  as  well  as 
nitrates,  the  inference  is  that,  oxidation  being  incom- 
plete, the  organic  pollution  is  of  recent  origin. ^  A 
heavy  amount  of  sulphates  or  of  phosphates  is  also  an 
indication  against  the  quality  of  a  drinking  water. 

Other  factors. — Apart  from  the  chemical  examination 
of  a  drinking  water,  a  microscopical  examination  is 
always  advisable.  The  presence  of  objectionable 
organisms,  such  as  are  found  in  pond  waters,  and  of 
an  excessive  amount  of  organic  debris,  is  always  evidence 
against  the  quality  of  the  water  for  drinking  purposes.. 
It  is,  too,  often  necessary  to  make  a  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  sample  ;  but  it  should  be  noted  that 
the  mere  counting  of  colonies  on  a  cultivation  plate 
is  of  little  value,  and  mere  numbers  should  not  be 
allowed  to  influence  an  opinion,  unless  they  are  extremely 
high.  The  only  real  value  to  be  attached  to  a  bac- 
teriological examination  of  drinking  water  lies  in  the 
examination  of  the  nature  of  the  colonies,  and  an 
identification  of  any  harmful  or  suspicious  organism. 
In  forming  an  opinion  as  to  the  quality  of  a  drink- 
ing water,  the  experienced  analyst  will  always  wish- 
to  have  a  full  knowledge  of  the  source  of  supply.  For 
example,  if  a  well  is  sunk  below  the  level  of  higher 
ground  used  as  a  farmyard,  or  where  there  are  privies,, 
the  presence  of  minute  quantities  of  otherwise  harmless 
constituents  will  cause  him  to  condemn  the  water ;: 
while  if  the  surrounding  circumstances  do  not  sug-, 
gest  contamination,  and  there  are  other  explanations  for- 
the  presence,  of,  e.g.,  salt  from  sea  water,  the  analyst, 
will  not  condemn  the  water.  Knowledge  of  local  con-r 
clitions,  and  general  experience  in  interpreting,  results- 
are  of  as  much  importance  as  the  analysis  of  the  water.
